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NO CAUSE FOR PANIC 


HAL way through April this column posed the question “will construction 

demand be restrained?”. We said that at times such as these when the 
construction industry becomes fully loaded the traditional attitude has been 
one of restraint with the result that the dynamic approach has been entirely 
lacking in construction. We appealed that the Government instead of reaching 


for the axe should put on its thinking cap and plan dynamically for the 
long-term future. 


Mr. Selwyn Lloyd in announcing his economic restraints did refer to the 
need for new machinery for co-ordinating economic planning. But the recipe 
for the construction industry is all too familiar. Once again the industry is 
faced with a credit squeeze and restraints. Once again begins the downward 
slope of the dreary four year cycle half accelerator half brake that has 
constituted the stagnant pattern since the war. In fact it is 1957 all over 
again with a 7 per cent. bank rate, credit restrictions and cuts in public 
investment. 


The new measures are bound to cause a reduction in new orders for 
construction work. Private industrialists and developers will undoubtedly 
cancel or postpone some of their schemes. Public works will be trimmed 
although it looks as if essential development such as roads, schools and 
hospitals will be allowed to continue. Local authority housing is likely to 
slacken off and mortgages will probably become more difficult to obtain and 
may become more expensive. Not only will the demand for new houses tend 
to diminish but private housebuilders may find it more difficult to obtain the 
necessary finance of these operations. Much of the rise in contractors’ bank 
advances from £70m. to £170m. in the past three years must be due to the 
additional finance required for the expansion of private enterprise housing. 


The restraints introduced in 1957 caused great alarm and despondency 
in the construction industry. There was a mad scramble for work and prices 
were depressed out of all proportion to the admittedly severe cuts imposed. 
Perhaps because of the severity of the measures on that occasion the industry 
could be excused from overlooking the fact that the recession was bound to be 
another temporary one and that its long-term future was bright. It might 
also be excused for overlooking the fact that at the time the cuts were 
imposed its order books were extremely full thanks to a large influx of 
industrial work, particularly industrial construction that followed the abolition 
of licensing. 


Today history has repeated itself. Once again the cuts arrive at a time 
when the order-load is extremely heavy. In the 2} years ending this March 
an extra £345m. of work has been pumped into the industry. Of this enormous 
total £227m. is accounted for by private housing and £4lm. by local authority 
housing. Other public works programmes have increased by £85m. Private 
commercial programmes have increased by £48m. but industrial construction 
work has fallen by £56m. 


All in all therefore the industry has a sufficiently large volume of work 
on hand to ride out the recession in new orders which is bound to occur over 
the coming months. There will certainly be some contractors less well placed 
to weather the storm than others. But if the industry as a whole will use 
its good sense and judgment and see this new situation as merely a pause in 
its progress and development then the unhappy and extremely unsettling 
sequence of events that followed the 1957 cuts can be avoided. Obviously 
the economic position and restraints must be taken seriously. But that does 
not mean that there is any cause for panic. 


It is also encouraging that at long last the Government seems to be 
determined to develop a long-term policy with a view to encouraging a greater 
measure of stability into the economy. It is desirable that these plans should 
be drawn up in full consultation with the construction industry. It is one of 
the biggest industries in the country and has suffered more than most from 
being used as a means of regulating the economy. Perhaps fresh thought 
and wisdom will find a better way.

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PRECAST CONCRETE FOLDED SLABS FOR ROOF 
OF SWANSEA |BAKERY 


AN interesting form of precast con- 
41 crete roof construction, designed to 
suit the special requirements of the 
clients, is a feature of a new bakery 
built at Fforestfach, Swansea. 

The bakery is a single-storey building 
divided into four main blocks; the bread 
block, the van-loading block, the office 
block and the boiler-house annexe (includ- 
ing stores and garages). A flour silo is also 
attached to the bakery and there are 
ancillary buildings nearby. 

Roof Construction 

The special requirements of the clients, 
United Bakeries, were that the building 
should be erected quickly; that there should 
be large areas of uninterrupted floor space 
in the bakery and van-loading blocks; that 
there should be smooth surfaces internally 
which would be easy to keep clean; that the 
building should be well insulated; that fire 
risks should be low; that provision should 
be made for future extensions, and that the 
maintenance costs generally should be low. 

To meet these exacting requirements, a 
system of construction was evolved using 
precast concrete folded slabs for the roof. 
The slabs are made up into two types of 
Vunit. Both types of the unit were precast 
on the site, lifted into position and jointed 
to form the “V” roof and the “W” roof. 

Each “V” unit consists of two pre 
tensioned concrete slabs 2in. thick, 3ft. 7in. 
wide and 67ft. 8in. long. The slabs were 
cast in a horizontal position on a stressing 
bed. The sides of each slab were castellated 
and had projecting loops of mild steel; 
pairs of lifting lugs were cast in with the 
Slabs. With the aid of a purpose-made steel 
truss, the slabs were lifted into a wooden 
cradle which set them at the required angle 
of 45 deg. to form a “V” shape. Mild steel 
bars were then threaded through the pro- 
jecting and interlocking loops at the base 
of the “V,” and the valley joint was cast. 
At each end of the valley. a 3in. diameter 
rainwater pipe of pitch fibre was cast in; 
galvanised ferrules for the fixing of heating 
and lighting conduits were also cast into 
the valley at 50in. centres so that services 
could be fixed in any position. 

The “V” units—each of which weighed 
about 64 tons—were next lifted by mobile 
Crane on to a bogie and taken into the 
building, where they were lifted into 
Position onto the upstand parts of edge 
beams. The latter were designed to follow 
the 45 deg. corrugation lines of the slabs. 
Hollow rubber strips provided a flexible 
Support for the slabs as well as a seal 
etween slabs and edge beams. Finally, 
mild steel bars were threaded through the 


projecting loops at the ridges, in the same 
way as the valleys, and the joints were 
concreted. 

The “W” roof had the two outer wings 
of the W shortened so that a roof light of 
patent glazing could be fixed between each 
unit. It was cast and erected in exactly 
the same way as the V slabs except that 
the valley joints were post-tensioned. 

These two types of roofing unit can be 
used for spans of up to 100ft. They were 
manufactured quickly (one unit per day 
was being made on the site) and therefore 
economically. The Department of Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research (Fire Research 
Station) expressed the view that for this 
roof the resistance time to collapse in the 


event of fire would be about one hour. The 
fair-faced soffit to the concrete slabs 
obviated the use of a false ceiling. The 


plates are watertight, the valleys forming 
the rainwater gutters. No expansion joints 
were required; the roof folds or unfolds 
according to temperature change and the 
joints are designed to allow for this. 


Bakery Block 


The block consists of a hall 265ft. long, 
65ft. wide and 18ft. 6in. high roofed with 


“Vv” units. There are no internal columns. 
Precast concrete columns placed at 12ft. 
centres and cantilevered from reinforced 
concrete foundations support the edge 
beams; rainwater pipes were cast in with 
the columns. 

Infilling wall panels are of precast con- 
crete with an exposed aggregate finish; 
these are lined internally with “Siporex” 
lightweight concrete slabs for insulation 
purposes, secured to the outer panels with 
non-ferrous ties. Windows have precast 
concrete sills and aluminium patent glazing 
bars. 


Van-loading Block 


This block is at the rear of the bakery 
and has an uninterrupted floor space 
measuring 100ft. by 200ft. The roof is 
formed of “W” units in three spans, 
supported internally by two post-tensioned 
concrete box beams 5ft. by 7ft. in section 
and 100ft. long. The beams were cast on 
at ground level and raised into position by 
hydraulic jacks with the aid of a temporary 
steel structure; each beam weighs about 
120 tons. 

The supporting columns were cast in situ.

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Increasing Friction between Main and Sub-contractors 


ADDRESSING a meeting of the Cast 
Stone and Concrete Federation held 
in London recently, Mr. R. W. Porter, 
M.B.E., director, Eastern Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, said an in- 
creasing proportion of the work in 
building contracts was being carried out 
by sub-contractors nominated by the 
architect, or with materials supplied by 
nominated firms. This might be due to 
increased specialisation, but on occasion 
one wondered whether a multiplicity of 
P.C. sums might indicate that a scheme 
was not fully prepared at the outset, or 
that the architect concerned stood in 
need of a little specialist advice. 

“It is certainly an unusual situation 
where a third person nominates the party 
to a contract, without having any con- 
tractual interest in it,” Mr. Porter con- 
tinued. “Thus, under clause 21 of the 
R.L.B.A. Standard Form of Contract, the 
architect makes a nomination, but there- 
after the relationship is one entirely be- 
tween the main contractor and the 
nominated sub-contractor. 

“From the main contractor’s angle there 
are only two saving points. Firstly, if he 
has a reasonable objection to the nomin- 
ated sub-contractor he can make this 
known to the architect and, secondly, he 
will not be required to work with a 
nominated sub-contractor who will not 
enter into a sub-contract covering the main 
points of their relationships. 

“One can discern, however, at the 
present time some increasing friction 
between main contractors and_ sub- 
contractors. This may well be due to the

To allow for future extension, the block has 
a temporary wall of asbestos sheets 
supported on precast concrete purlins 
spanning between columns. 


Office Block 


The office block is placed to one side 
of the bakery. The column and foundation 
construction is similar to the other blocks, 
but the roof was formed of purpose-made 
reinforced concrete trough units which span 
between precast concrete beams, the units 
being covered with polystyrene slabs. 
External walls are of llin. cavity brickwork. 
Windows have aluminium sections and 
precast concrete sills. All partitions in this 
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situation under firm-price tendering where 
the main contractor is responsible on time 
and price, both being very vital factors. 
Nominated sub-contractors may often be 
unwilling to give a period for the execution 
of the work or to give a firm price as the 
main contractor is required to do. 


Use of Standard Form 


“Experience shows that some of the 
present difficulties can largely be met by 
the more extensive use of the Standard 
Form of Sub-Contract agreed between the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers and the Federation of Associa- 
tions of Specialists and Sub-Contractors. 
This form sets out conditions which pro- 
vide the complete link with the main con- 
tract and generally make the nominated 
sub-contractor liable in respect of his own 
work to the same extent as the main con- 
tractor is responsible for his. 

“The nominated sub-contractor is very 
well safeguarded in regard to payment 
which must be made within 14 days of the 
receipt by the main contractor of the 
architect’s certificate, irrespective of the 
fate the main contractor may meet in 
presenting it for payment. 

“There are also provisions for payments 
direct, special interim certificates, and 
accelerated final payments on the giving 
of an indemnity. Variations notified by 
the main contractor or passed on by him 
from the architect are priced at scheduled 
rates or, if there is no specific provision 
in the sub-contract, on the basis set out 
under clause 9 of the main contract. 

“It is provided that work shall be com 
menced within seven days notice in writing 
from the main contractor, with completion 


block were constructed of “Siporex”’ slabs 
extending 9ft. from floor to ceiling. 
Ancillary Buildings 

These were constructed on a frame of 
in-situ reinforced concrete columns and 
precast prestressed concrete beams. The 
wall construction is similar to that of the 
bakery and is again insulated internally 
with “Siporex”’ slabs. 

Consultants and Contractors 

The architect was H. Stanley Smith, 
A.R.I.B.A. (architect in charge R. H. S. 
Smith, B.A., A.R.I.B.A.); the structural 
consultant was Felix Adler, B.Sc., Dipl.C.E., 
A.M.1.Struct.E. (engineer in charge—E. W. 
Hirschmann D¢‘pl-Ing, A.M.I.C.E.). The 
contractors were Richard Costain (Con- 
struction), Ltd. 
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Lifting complete roof unit into position 
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as provided for under Part 11 of the 
Appendix to the contract if this is, in fact, 
completed at the outset. 

“Delays and extensions of time are 
adequately provided for and the defects 
provision is similar to that set out under 
clause 12 of the main contract. 

“The nominated sub-contractor is re- 
sponsible for insurance under employers’ 
and public liability risks and also for the 
insurance of plant and tools, fire nisk on 
new works contracts remaining the respon- 
sibility of the main contractor. 


Nominated Suppliers 


“The position of the nominated supplier 
is in many respects quite different. The 
nominated sub-contractor executes work 
on site, generally supplying labour and 
materials. The nominated supplier on the 
other hand, supplies goods to be fixed by 
the main contractor. In the former case 
relationships are determined by the nature 
of the contract entered into. In the latter 
case the conditions of sale govern the 
situation subject to the provisions of the 
Sale of Goods Act, 1893, 

“It is obviously important that nomin- 
ated suppliers should quote on the terms 
set out under clause 22 of the R.I.B.A. 
Standard Form of Contract, viz. 5 per Cent, 
cash discount for payment within 30 days 
of the end of the month of delivery. Where 
a differing quotation is received the main 
contractor should go back to the architect 
for instruction. 

“In the last few years the introduction 
of the nominated suppliers’ form of tender 
has helped to remedy certain unfortunate 
difficulties arising where nominated sup- 
pliers impose conditions at variance with 
those in the Standard Form of Contract. 

“Unfortunately this form has not been as 
widely used as its value merits and if the 
main contractor is not persistent on this 
point, he has often been placed in a rela- 
tively disadvantageous position.” 





D.S.1.R. BUILDING AIDS HARBOUR 
DESIGN 


A new wave basin enclosure to aid the 
model study of harbour design and the 
erosion of beaches has been built at the 
Hydraulics Research Station of the D.S.LR. 
at Wallingford, Berks. 

Measuring 243ft. long, the enclosure 
houses two wave basins. It is constructed 
of laminated soft-wood frames clad with 
cedar to a Swedish system which provides 
good structural strength without the need 
of columns to support the roof, it being 
essential for the function of the basins 
that they be left unobstructed. The 
enclosure incorporates two large wooden 
spans of 114ft. and 96ft. in length, and 
the two ends of the building are com- 
pletely glazed. A wave-making machine 
achieves the full-scale effects in the basins. 

Some 2,500yd. of mineral insulated 
cables have been installed in the building; 
twin core to wire the 300-W lamps, of 
which there are over 100, and three-core 
for the 24 15-A watertight sockets, of 
which there are 12 in each basin. The 
cables were made and supplied by British 
Insulated Callender’s Cables, Ltd. 

Architect of the enclosure was O. P. 
Carver, A.R.I.B.A., senior architect at the 
Ministry of Works, which was responsible 
for the design and erection of the building 
for the D.S.I.R. The electrical contractor 
was R. McEwan and Co. (Woking), Ltd., 
Woking, Surrey. 


GAS PIPELINE FROM 
GRANGEMOUTH TO EDINBURGH 


The Scottish Gas Board have announced 
plans for connecting Granton gas works, 
Edinburgh, with Grangemouth oil refinery 
for the transmission of refinery gas. 

The pipeline will be 21 miles long and 
a further 23 miles will be laid between 
Granton and Armadale and Falkirk to link 
up with the supergrid. At Granton the 
gas will be refined and mixed with the 
town gas supply. 
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DONCASTER 
MOTORWAY 


OPENED 


}YIFTEEN miles in length, the Don- 
caster Motorway, which has cost 
about £6m. and will eventually connect 
with the London-Yorkshire Motorway, 
was opened last Monday by the Minister 
of Transport. 

The motorway, descriptions of which 
have appeared in The Contract Journal 
of July 20, 1961, and July 7, 1960, com- 
pletes a 27-mile long westward diversion 
of the Great North Road, A.1, from Mark- 
ham Moor, south of Retford, to Redhouse, 
north of Doncaster. This large diversion 
incorporates dual carriageway improve- 
ments of existing roads and by-passes East 
Retford, Bawtry, Doncaster, and Blyth, 
where a 4-mile stretch of modern three- 
lane single carriageway road from Checker- 
house to the Blyth by-pass will later be 
widened to provide two carriageways 
throughout. 

Engineering Difficulties 

As the motorway traverses a part of 
Nottinghamshire and South Yorkshire 
almost completely undermined by coal 
workings subsidence of depths varying up 
to 14ft. is anticipated during the next 20 
years, and to minimise the effect of this 
the accent has been on flexible construc- 
tion. All bridges have been provided with 
readily accessible jacking points so that 
the level of any bridge deck may be 
adjusted without too much difficulty when 
this becomes necessary. 

Much of the 3,000,000 cu. yd. of rock 
which had to be removed had to be blasted 
loose prior to being dug out by the largest 
mechanical shovel so far used in this 
country for road construction. 

While most of the cut material was 
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Doncaster By-pass Motorway 


useful for filling in embankments, the rock, 
which was mainly limestone, could not be 
utilised for facing bridges. The local lime- 
stone weathers badly and an alternative 
way had to be found to break up the 
monotony of large flat concrete surfaces. 
This was achieved by facing the concrete 
shutters with plastic moulds to give the 
finished concrete a rock-like face. 

More than 30 bridges have been con- 
structed, and these incorporate six main 
types. 

In addition to the single level round- 
about junctions at its extremities, the 
motorway is connected to the Doncaster- 
Barnsley Road (A.635) at Marr, and to 
the Doncaster-Rotherham Road (A.630) at 
Warmsworth. Each connection takes the 
form of a two-level intersection with a

roundabout being formed on the ll- 
purpose road and four slip roads rising or 
descending, as the case demands, to the 
motorway. 

Various other roads passing over or 
under the motorway have had to be re- 
graded to new alignment and level, and in 
all some 10 miles of side roads have been 
reconstructed.

The Don bridge carries the motorway 
over the River Don near the old village of 
Sprotborough, four miles west of Don- 
caster. Steep, wooded banks rise to about 
100ft. above the water level. With an 
overall length of 760ft. the bridge is a 
seven-span dual structure. The 180ft. span

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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 


_Some Points on Fluctuations — Adequate Supervision 


ITH the present more unsettled eco- 
nomic outlook the possibility of a 
return to tendering on fluctuations instead 
of a firm price has increased and in any 
case many contracts are still operated on, 
and being let on, a fluctuations basis. 
Some points on the interpretation of the 
R.LB.A. provisions in regard to wages 
fluctuations often cause controversy and 
there may also be one or two misconcep- 
tions about the treatment of the October 
wage increase for fluctuations purposes. 


Non-Productive Time 


One point concerns the amount of 
labour cost fluctuation that can be 
recovered and some surveyors try to main- 
tain that the so-called non-productive 
number of labour hours should not count 
for calculating fluctuations. However, like 
all contractual problems on the R.I.B.A. 
Form the only way to get an answer is to 
see what the contract says—and hope at 
least that it says it clearly. 

By Clause 25A it is provided that the 
contract sum shall be deemed to have been 
calculated as set out in the clause; as 
regards the labour content of that sum 
sub-clause (1)(a) provides that the prices 
in the Bills “are based upon the rates of 
wages and other emoluments and expenses 
. . - payable by the Contractor to work- 
people engaged upon or in connection with 
the works in accordance with the rules 
or decisions of the National Joint Council 
for the Building Industry.” Sub-paragraph 
(b) then provides that “If the said rates 
of wages and other emoluments and 
expenses . . . shall be increased or de- 
creased by reason of any alteration in the 
said rules or decisions made after the said 
date of tender” the net increase or de- 
crease is to be recoverable. 

There are certain points worth noting 
about this clause. First it says that the 
contract sum shall be deemed to have 
been calculated in the ways set out in 
the clause; as regards the labour content 
of the sum the Bill rates are therefore 
deemed to have been calculated on N.J.C. 
rates of wages; this may of course not be 
true but both parties would be stopped 
by the wording of the clause they have 
agreed to from asserting any other than 
N.J.C. rates of wages for the purposes of 
Clause 25A. Secondly, the expression 
used is “rates of wages” and not “wages” 
and so any question of whether the wages 
were paid when for instance overtime had 
not been authorised under the appropriate 
working rule would not suffice to found 
an argument that wages paid for such 
unauthorised overtime were not rates of 
wages paid in accordance with the N.J.C. 
rules; even for unauthorised overtime the 
contractor, so far as the writer understands 
the position, must pay the appropriate 
N.J.C. rates of wages. Thirdly, the clause 
is silent on the number of hours on which 
any increases can be claimed; nor is there 
any other provision in the contract which 
limits the number of hours which a con- 
tractor can work. The contractor’s obliga- 
tion is to carry out the work shown on 
the drawings and described in the bills 
in accordance with the contract condi- 
tions; of course those contract conditions 
give wide power to the architect to issue 
instructions and directions but while that 
power may be wide there is no specific 
right to order the contractor to work only 
at certain hours. Moreover, if an archi- 
tect did try to interpret his powers so 
as to attempt to dictate hours of work he 
would run the risk of involving his client 
in many claims for extra cost as a result 
of so instructing; only an unwise or in- 
— architect would try to inter- 
ere. 


Bearing these points in mind they 


should, it is suggested, help to provide the 
answer to any surveyor who tried to allege 


that the only hours for which fluctuations 
were payable were those of the normal 
plain-time working week; there is no con- 
tractual obligation to work only that week 
and nothing in Clause 25A to stop the 
claim for fluctuations on the hours actually 
worked. 


Argument Against 


The only argument against this view 
which appears to have some force is as 
follows. Assume that the contractor 
entirely by his own fault is behind time 
and unless he works overtime will find 
himself liable for heavy liquidated damages. 
He calculates that by working overtime he 
can probably finish on time and the extra 
cost in wages, etc., by so doing will be 
less than paying the liquidated damages. 
Is it right in those circumstances that on 
all the hours worked he should be able 
to claim any fluctuations due, being the 
difference between the N.J.C. rates of 
wages for those hours as at the date of 
tender and the rates of wages for those 
hours at the time they are worked? This 
argument appears, however, to be unsup- 
ported by the contract whatever support 
on moral grounds it might have. No doubt 
in practice in such circumstances the con- 
tractor in an effort to keep good will 
would omit some at least of the overtime, 
or so-called non-productive, hours from 
his claim for fluctuations. 


New Wage Increase 


It is one hopes clear that, from the date 
of the announcement of the new wage 
increase in October next, contractors 
tendering on R.I.B.A. conditions with 
fluctuations must include for such increase 
in their tenders. Only on contracts where 
the date of tender was before that 
announcement can any question of that 
increase being recoverable arise. 


Assuming that there will have arisen a 
proper claim for fluctuations due to the 
October wage increase it may be that some 
surveyors will try to argue that the amount 
of fluctuation due is not 6d. because some 
proportion of that sum is in fact compen- 
sation for the reduction in hours; the 
actual fluctuation due is therefore some- 
thing nearer 3d. This argument may be 
tackled on two grounds. First, it ignores 
the fact that the fluctuation clause refers 
to rates of wages and whatever the reason 
for fixing the new top rate at 5s. 6d. (and 
overtime at multiples of that sum) such 
reason is quite beside the point; 5s. 6d. 
is the N.J.C. rate of wage for plain-time 
with multiples of that sum for overtime. 
Second it assumes, without contractual 
backing as has been argued above, that 
the only hours for which fluctuations are 
payable are the normal working week; if 
indeed the contract did lay down that the 
contractor would only get fluctuations on 
wages for a normal working week then 
there might be colour for the argument 
that the fluctuation is really the difference 
between 44 times 5s. and 42 times 5s. 6d. 
—but unfortunately for that argument the 
contract says nothing of the sort. 


Fluctuations when Contrator in Default 


It is sometimes argued, again without 
much reference to the contract, that if 
the contractor is in default, for example 
is running late and has no possible right 
to any extension of time, then he is no 
longer entitled to any fluctuations on work 
done after the contractual completion date 
has passed. The simplest answer to this 
argument is that the contract does not 
say this. If a contract is running late 
and goes beyond the agreed completion 
date the remedy for that breach is pay- 
ment of the damages caused to the. build- 
ing owner by that breach; it is not for 
the building owner arbitrarily to assess his 
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own damages by in effect refusing to 
honour a clause, the fluctuation clause, in 
the contract. One breach of contract is 
not usually remedied by another breach, 


Adequate Supervision 


N the case discussed in an article in 
The Contract Journal for July 20, 
1961, the basic reason why the employers 
were held liable to their employee was 
because - they failed to provide proper 
supervision for the particular job on which 
the accident occurred. A case so to speak 
on the other side of the line has now been 
reported, Maloney v A. Cameron, Ltd. 
((1961) 2 All E.R. 934]. 

M and two other experienced painters 
were painting the roof of a railway station, 
For this job they used three trestles about 
9ft. high, with heavy deal boards across 
them which were moved around as neces- 
sary for the work. These trestles and 
boards amounted to a “scaffold” as defined 
in the Building Safety Regulations. The 
painters moved this scaffold to a new posi- 
tion and while trying to set the boards in 
place M fell from a trestle and was injured. 
There was a foreman on the site who 
supervised generally and he had seen the 
method of moving the trestles and was 
apparently satisfied with it. M_ himself 
admitted that he did not need supervision, 
He alleged, however, breaches by his em- 
ployers of three of the Safety Regulations; 
contrary to Regulation 6 they had provided 
no “immediate supervision” of the erection 
of the scaffold; contrary to Regulation 9 
they had provided no maintenance and 
support of the scaffold; and contrary to 
Regulation 12 the trestles were not pro- 
vided with check bars “where necessary 
to ensure stability.” 


_M’s claim failed and the Court of Appeal 
dismissed his appeal. Regulation 9 only 
applied to scaffolds when they were com- 
plete; it could not apply to a scaffold in 
the course of being erected. Regulation 
12 probably applied to the scaffold but 
since there was no evidence that check- 
bars were necessary to ensure stability the 
failure to provide them did not in this 
case amount to a breach of the Regulation. 
Regulation 6 did not apply because 
although “immediate supervision” of a 
competent person was necessary for the 
erection or alteration of a scaffold the 
proper extent of that supervision was one 
of degree bearing in mind the type of struc- 
ture being built, the work being done and 
the difficulties and dangers involved. The 
word “immediate” in this context referred 
to the responsibility and did not mean 
that every act must in all cases be closely 
supervised—if it were interpreted other- 
wise the Regulation simply would not be 
practicable. In this case the workmen 
were competent and the degree of danger 
and difficulty was small. In the circum- 
stances therefore the Courts did not feel 
that the employers had been in breach of 
Regulation 6 either.

BAU of the need to occupy the 
new building in phases, while con- 
tinuing to produce daily newspapers, 
timing of operations and close co-opera- 
tion between all involved were features 
in the erection of Thomson House, Car- 
diff, recently opened for Thomson 
Newspapers, Ltd. 


General Design 


The general design of the building, 
which is occupied by the Western Mail and 
South Wales Echo, was dictated by the 
position of the machine room, which 
has been situated as a spinal column in the 
centre of the building. This hall is 110ft. 
in length, 40ft. high, extending from the 
basement to the second floor, and 48ft. 
wide with no_ intermediate columns. 
Concrete foundations for the presses are 
6ft. thick. 

To provide easy access to the main 
entrance, Thomson House has been set 
back from Havelock Street, which with 
Park Street forms the east and north 
boundaries of the site. A forecourt in front 
of the entrance provides parking space for 
visitors’ cars, and is laid out in patterns of 
stones and cobbles. 

An important feature of this open space 
is that it allows a large amount of natural 
light into the entrance hall, the central 
feature of which is a wide staircase leading 
to the editorial offices on the first floor. 

Extending along the south side of the 
building, the main editorial office is 110ft. 
long and 32ft. wide, with windows on both 
sides, insulated from the noise of the 
machine room by an open area. This floor 
has been designed with communication as 
a major objective, and all offices are 
situated around and leading into the main 
reporters’ and sub-editors’ room. 

Immediately below the editorial offices is 
the composing room, allowing copy pre- 
pared above to make a direct vertical 
descent. Also insulated from the noise of 
the machine room, the composing room is 
lit by roof lights and a line of south 
windows. 

External Features 


Externally, the main feature of the steel- 
framed building is a canopy on the Have- 
lock Street frontage formed by an extension 
of the first and second floors, which are 
cantilevered forward, and this gives un- 
interrupted shelter along the length of the 
entrance hall,

Another major feature consists of a 
mosaic mural, 36ft. high and 15ft. wide, 
which forms the corner facade of the 
entrance frontage. External cladding is a 
blend of Portland stone, curtain walling 
and facing bricks. 

On the Park Street side, the two upper 
floors are also set in a stone framework, 
but with less projection forward. Curtain 
walling panels are varied in colour. 
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For this reason, and because of the 
proximity of the adjoining roads, it was 
decided to drive a sheet pile cofferdam 
around the perimeter of the basement, 
which involved the driving of sheet piles 
28ft. in length. These were placed 
permanently in position and incorporated 
into the walls of the basement. An 
internal membrane of asphalt was applied 
to the reinforced concrete slab and walls 


of the basement to prevent water seeping 
through. 


_ While the basement was under construc- 
tion, excavation of about 11,500 cu. yd. 
was carried out elsewhere on the site, and

With the starting of work, a number of 
problems arose in connection with the 
nature of the ground, which not only had a 
high water level but was dotted with the 
remains of previous basements and founda- 
tions. 

A total of 630 bored piles were sunk, 
after test piles had been driven at specified 
points and test loadings carried out. 
Investigations carried out in connection 
with the excavation of the 140ft.-long by 
126ft.-wide basement revealed that the 
water table level was well above that of the 
reinforced concrete slab and pile caps of 
the basement.

pile caps and beams were provided at the 
eastern end. 


Day-to-day Programme 


Another problem for the contractors was 
the necessity to adhere to a rigid day-to-day 
programme, with little space for storage or 
stacking of large quantities of materials. 
Nothing could therefore be delivered until 
it was ready to be incorporated in the 
building, and in this way steel membeis 
for the frame were brought to the site in 
their proper order and erected immediately. 

Precise programming of this nature could 
only be achieved through close co-operation 
between all departments, and progress 
Meetings were attended fortnightly by 
representatives of the architects, consulting 
engineers and contractors. 

When the steel frame had been partly 
completed, the members were encased in 
concrete, and construction of the in-situ 
floor and roof slabs began. For these 
operations a concrete pump was provided, 
and a total of about 7,500 cu. yd. of 
concrete was pumped to all parts of the 
site as necessary. Steel reinforcing bars 
used in the building totalled about 130 tons. 

Erection was speeded as much as possible 
by beginning work on the eastern end 
of the building while construction of the 
basement was still taking place. Thus 
external cladding and roof asphalting could 
continue at the eastern end well ahead of 
the rest of the building, allowing work 
inside to begin much earlier than would 
otherwise have been possible. 

Access panels were left in internal and 
external walls for the installation of the 
newspaper production plant, and this was 
positioned in an agreed sequence. Once 
the parts were in position, the access open- 
ings were buil; up.

A YEAR OF PROGRESS ON DUNGENESS NUCLEAR 


Goliath 


ONSTRUCTION has now reached 
above ground level on the two re- 
actors of the Dungeness Nuclear Power 
Station, where work has now been in 
progress for almost a year. The centre 
section of the giant Goliath crane, which 
will lift and place the 200-ton pressure 
vessel segments, is now being assembled

and this will be in commission within 
two months. 

The two reactor buildings are identical, 
each being 320ft. long and 155ft. wide, 
with an excavation depth of 24ft. and a 
finished height of 160ft. On number 1, 
excavation was completed some consider- 
able time ago, some 40,000 cu. yd. of 
material being removed. The main floor

raft, which is 8ft. thick, has been cast, 
and on this in a central position is a con- 
crete plinth which will eventually support 
the spherical steel pressure vessel. At each 
end of the reactor, the mass foundations 
for the two boiler supports have been 
completed. 

The biological shield, which will sur- 
round the pressure vessel, has reached 
approximately half its full height of 60ft. 
It is constructed of high density concrete 
which varies in thickness from 5ft. 6in. 
to 6ft. The secondary shielding walls have 
advanced above ground level and back- 
filling is in progress. 


Dewatering 


The site is remarkable for its freedom 
from water. This has been accomplished 
by driving steel sheet piling around the 
perimeter of the buildings and dewatering 
by sinking deep wells and installing drain- 
age pumps. These pumps will be in day 
and night operation until all the buildings 
are above ground level. 

In accordance with 
programme, number 2 reactor is less 
advanced than number 1. The floor raft 
has been laid and the boiler support mass 
foundations are finished. The pressure 
vessel plinth is being cast and the biological 
shield is about to be started. As on 
number 1, the secondary shielding walls 
are above ground level. 

On the turbine house, excavation in- 
volved the removal of 35,000 cu. yd. of 
spoil. This building will be 430ft. long, 
235ft. wide and will have a finished height 
of 85ft. The basement floor is half com- 
pleted and work on the outer retaining 
walls is proceeding. Of the four founda- 
tions for the main turbo-alternators, two 
are up to basement floor level and the 
other two are under construction. j 

Inlet and outlet culverts associated with 
the cooling water system are 50 per cent. 
complete. Structural steelwork should 
commence towards the end of the year.

Pumphouse 


The power station will have an open-type 
circular pumphouse connected to an intake 
point in the English Channel by a single 
15ft. outside diameter tunnel. The distance 
from the pumphouse to the point of intake 
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is approximately 1,500ft. Approximately 
20m. gallons of water per hour will be 
required for condenser cooling when the 
station is in operation. 


Work has started on the pumphouse, the 
final excavation depth of approximately 
55ft. having been reached. Half of the 
floor raft in the bottom of the pumphouse 
has been laid and the retaining wall struc- 
ture is being built. The circulating water 
intake shaft is at its final depth of just 
over 80ft., and it is anticipated that the 
driving of the inlet tunnel will commence 
in six weeks’ time. 


Associated with the discharge of cooling 
water back to the sea is a siphon recovery 
chamber. It will be an open circular 
structure, some 40ft. deep, with the outlet 
shaft extending a further _ A0ft. below. 
Work has started on the main excavation. 

In the construction area the fabrication 
jigs and housings for the ring segments 
of the reactor pressure vessels are com- 
plete. Small plate is being received on 
site and the welding of the top dome of 
No. 1 vessel has commenced. | The general 
thickness of the vessels is 4in. increasing 
to 44in. at support points. 

Work is in progress on two of the four 
boilers to be fabricated on site. The 
bottom domes of these vessels are virtually 
complete and plate is arriving on site for 
the third boiler. Four boilers are being 
manufactured on the north-east coast and 
will be floated down—as complete but 
empty shells—at a later date. 

In the reactor pressure vessel fabrica- 
tion area, the 40-ton Goliath junior, used 
to lift vessel plates, has been commis- 
sioned.

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EDUCATIONAL BUILDING BEING 
REVIEWED 
N the course of the recent debate in 
the House of Commons on the 
economic situation, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer said that in the field of 
education, there would be reductions in 
authorisations for minor works. In 
Circular 13/61, Sir David Eccles, Minis- 
ter of Education, has told the local edu- 
cation authorities how he intends to 
implement this announcement. 

The announcement of major building 
programmes of work to be started in 
1963-64 will be delayed until the autumn. 
In the meantime, the Minister will review 
the proposals for this programme already 
sent to him by the local authorities with 
the object of increasing the priority given 
within the approved building programme 
to the expansion of facilities for science 
and technical education. 


Minor Works 


The minor works programme for the re- 
mainder of 1961-62 and for 1962-63 will 
be considerably reduced. Very few pro- 
jects will be allowed to start from today 
until October 1 next. Thereafter the pro- 
gramme will be resumed on a restricted 
basis, except for the smallest jobs—those 
costing less than £2,000—on which there 
will be no restrictions. 


Economic Regulator 


The Contract Journal understands that 
between October 1, 1961, and March 31, 
1963, a period of 18 months, minor works 
authorisations are expected to total about 
£16m. Before the issue of Circular 13/61, 
authorisations for 1961-62——a period of 12 
months—had been set at £16.5m. 

The minor works programme consists 
of a large number of quick moving small 
jobs and can thus be adjusted, upwards 
or downwards, at shorter notice and with 
less dislocation than the programme of 
major projects. It is therefore being used 
as an economic regulator within the total 
educational building programme. 








£2M. CITY MUSEUM PLANS 


Approval in principle of the City of Lon- 
don Corporation has been recommended 
for a scheme to establish on a site within 
the City a museum to combine the London 
Museum and the Guildhall Museum. De-

over the river itself is composed of a 100ft. 
suspended span on two 40ft. cantilevers. 
The anchor arms form the adjacent spans 
and are 100ft. long. The piers are in the 
form of tall slender T’s, with hexagonal 
columns, on large bases or piled founda- 
tions according to the ground beneath 
them. Each carriageway is carried on a 
separate structure. Although the riveted 
steel girders below the deck are exposed at 
each side, countersunk rivet heads and 
near-matching paint give the impression 
of an all-concrete bridge. 

For landscaping of the motorway, which 
is mainly in rolling agricultural country, 
some’ six tons of grass seed have been 
utilised on slopes and central reserves. 
In some instances the limestone has been 
left exposed to blend in with the natural 
character of the countryside.

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£2; MILLION WYE VALLEY ROAD 
IMPROVEMENT 


ORK is about to start on what will 
be one of Britain’s most unusual 
roads. Ata cost of about £2} millions, 
the road between the western end of the 
Ross By-pass, and Dixton Church, 
Monmouthshire—a distance of about 
eight and a half miles —is to be moderni- 
sed as part of the improved road con- 
nection between the Midlands and 
South Wales, via the Birmingham-Bristol 
and Ross Motorway. 

Although the route will follow the 
general line of the existing Ross- 
Monmouth road (A.40), the hilly nature 
of the country has called for unusual and 
spectacular treatment. In places, cuttings, 
largely in sandstone, will be 22ft. deep 
and embankments up to 40ft. high. For 
three-quarters of a mile along the steep 
hillsides of the Wye Valley, one carriage- 
way will be 30ft. above the level of the 
other. 

Existing side-roads will be carried over 
the road at four grade-separated junctions, 
while the scheme involves three under- 
passes, six road bridges and a river bridge. 

The work will be carried out in three 
stages. As announced in The Contract 
Journal on July 20, Mr. Ernest Marples, 
Minister of Transport, has awarded the 
contract for the first stage—the three and 
a half miles of road from Ross By-pass to 
Goodrich Cross—to the Hadsphaltic Con- 
struction Co., Ltd., whose tender amounted 
to £600,655. 

Dual 24ft. carriageways will be provided 
along the route of the present road, with 


a 15ft. central reservation and verges 
generally 12ft. wide. 
Second Stage 
Plans for the second stage—Goodrich 


Cross to the Monmouthshire boundary 
are now nearing completion, and work is 
expected to start early next year. In this 
stage, diversions will be constructed to 
avoid interference with property and to 
obtain better gradients. On three sections 
of the existing road the gradient exceeds 
1 in 10; on the improved route the maxi- 
mum gradient will be 1 in 25.

£4M. LONDON BRIDGE 
REDEVELOPMENT

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STAFFORD BY-PASS 
Day and Night Working to Speed Completion 


HREE-HUNDRED men have been 
working day and night shifts on 
Stafford By-pass to ensure that this 
urgently needed road, which also forms 
the first seven miles of the Birmingham- 
Preston Motorway, M.6, from the 
southern end, is completed and opened 
to traffic within the next 12 months. 

Construction of the 116ft. wide road 
through the hilly country around Stafford 
involves the excavation and movement of 
a million cu. yd. of earth for cuttings and 
embankments. Earthmoving began last 
August, but work on embankments was 
stopped soon afterwards by continuous 
rain—more than 7in. fell in six weeks. 
This summer, with better weather, earth- 
moving has averaged 50,000 cu. yd. a week 
and recently the rate has been stepped up 
to 70,000 cu. yd. 

At one road crossing alone, between 
40,000 and 50,000 cu. yd. have been 
scooped out of the crown of a hill so that 
the Stafford-Newport road may pass under 
the motorway in cutting. Formerly this 
road followed the contour of the hill; it 
will now be lowered some 20ft. 


Tougher Than M.1 


Many members of the team on the main 
contract, including the contractors’ project 
manager, Mr. J. C. Proud, and most of the 
gangers, helped to build the M.l. The

general opinion is that building the M.6 
is an even harder assignment. 

For example they have encountered 
large deposits of peat. At one point (Doxey 
Brook) over 5,000 tons of peat had to be 
dug out; at another (Rising Brook) between 
10,000 and 15,000 tons. 

Although delayed by the weather, road 
formation work is generally well advanced. 
One one section the base of the first of 
the dual 36ft. carriageways has already 
been laid. The layout of the road consists 
of two 36ft. carriageways flanked on each 
side by marginal strips each lft. wide. The 
carriageways are separated by a 13ft. 
central reservation and on the outside 
there are hard shoulders each 10ft. wide. 
The carriageway construction will consist 
of a sub-base of compacted granular 
material on which is laid a cement-bound 
base which will be surfaced with hot 
rolled asphalt. The hard shoulders will 
be of similar construction except that they 
will be finished with surface-dressed tar 
macadam. 

Where the by-pass starts near the village 
of Dunston, a flyover junction is being 


built to connect with the Stafford-Wolver- 
hampton Road A.449. Part of the latter 
route is being diverted to join a surface 
roundabout 500ft. by 350ft. over which 
the motorway will later be extended south- 
wards towards Birmingham. The abut- 
ments of the motorway bridge are now 
under construction. 
Twenty-seven Bridges 

A frost-free winter enabled work on the 
concrete foundations of the 27 bridges 
along the by-pass to proceed without inter- 
ruption and many of the bridges are near- 
ing completion. These bridges, designed 
for the Ministry of Transport by the 
Staffordshire County Council, will, it is 
considered, be one of the most attractive 
features of the by-pass. They show a great 
variety of design. 

An unusual feature of the steel girder 
bridge over the Staffordshire-Wolverhamp- 
ton Railway is a cantilevered ledge, or 
coping, which should prevent disfigure- 
ment of the parapet by smoke from steam 
locomotives. This bridge, built on a 56 
deg. angle of skew is finished except for 
the parapets. 

Another bridge, a two-span prestressed 
concrete structure over Barnbark Lane, 
has a splayed central pier and curved 
wing walls to match. This also is nearly 
finished.

the town perfectly framed in the slender 
arch of a footbridge serving the Rising 
Brook housing estate. This light reinforced 
concrete bridge crosses the motorway in 
a single span of 145ft. In its unfinished 
state it appears bent like a bow, but the 
curvature will be softened when the 
bricked wing walls and ramped approaches 
are added. 

No fewer than five bridges are con- 
structed or under construction within half 
a mile, including one over the Shrewsbury- 
Newport railway line and another over the 
Doxey Brook. 


Creswell Viaduct 


The massive Creswell Viaduct, which 
will carry the motorway over the valley 
of the River Sow and the main line railway 
is in the final stages of construction. Nearly 
two-thirds of a mile long and 35ft. high, 
it consists of three bridges linked by 
embankments. 

When work started two years ago, the 
engineers faced problems of great com- 
plexity. One was the existence of deep 
pockets of peat. This meant that embank- 
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ments had to be built on concrete rafts 
15in. thick resting on piles—a lengthy task 
now completed. Another problem was 
that the viaduct had to be built without 
interfering with railway services which 
total 250 trains a day. This problem 
was complicated by the fact that heavy- 
lift cranes could not be employed to hoist 
the concrete beams into position owing 
to the absence of firm ground. The solu- 
tion called for much ingenuity and impro- 
visation. 

The 282 prestressed concrete beams for 
the three bridges are being cast on the 
site. Each beam, 80ft. long and weighing 
50 or 60 tons, is then jacked on to rollers, 
winched on to a bogie, and pushed along 
rails by a tank locomotive to the abut- 
ments. 

Between the abutments a Bailey bridge 
is erected. Each beam is then winched 
on to the bridge, and lowered through the 
Bailey bridge on to the footings. 

Two of the bridges, one with three spans 
and the other with five, are complete 
except for the deck. Abutments of the 
third bridge over the railway and the River 
Sow are finished and ready to receive the 
88 concrete beams. 

Viewed from a distance the beams 
appear flat. In fact they are almost 
imperceptibly arched to avoid giving the 
sagging effect produced by perfectly hori- 
zontal lines. The outer beams will be 
faced with pre-cut facer units with fluted 
surfaces. 

Work on the viaduct, begun in August, 
1959, should be finished by February of 
next year. Carriageways will then be con- 
structed to link up with the other by-pass 
road works. 

Stafford By-pass will take much of the 
heavy industrial traffic which at present 
passes through the old town on route 
between the Black Country, the Potteries, 
and south Lancashire. At Creswell Via- 
duct there will be a two-level junction with 
the existing road A.5013, and from this 
point there will be a short length of new 
trunk road connecting with the A.34. 
Work on this link road is already far 
advanced. 

The total cost of the by-pass including 
the link with A.34 is £3,880,000 of which 
about £1,200,000 is for the viaduct. 

The works have been designed for the 
Ministry of Transport by Staffordshire 
County Council (county surveyor, Mr. F. 
Jepson). J. L. Keir and Co., Ltd., are 
building the viaduct and the contractors 
for the road and other associated works 
are Tohn Laing Construction, Ltd., who are 
also building a further 19 miles of the M.6 
motorway from the northern end of the 
by-pass to the Staffordshire county 
boundary. 


132-kV CABLE FOR SOUTH WALES 
POWER LINK 


British Insulated Callender’s Cables, 
Ltd., have been awarded a contract by the 
Central Electricity Generating Board for 
the supply and installation of some 134 
miles of 132-kV power cable at Cardiff. 
The contract is worth £238,000 The 
installation will be carried out by British 
Insulated Callender’s Construction Com- 
pany, Ltd. 

This major power link, between Cardiff 
East and Cardiff West sub-stations, over 
a cable route of 7,780yd., will comprise 
one circuit of three single-core oil-filled 
cables with a 0.85 sq. in. copper con- 
ductor. The cables will be sheathed with 
corrugated seamless aluminium with an 
extruded p.v.c. oversheath. The circuit, 
which has been designed to transmit a 
load of 180-MVA, will be interconnected 
at joint positions to form a cross-bonded 
system to minimise sheath losses and 
sheath voltages. : 

Included in this contract, which is 
scheduled for completion in July, 1962, 
are 132-kV_ interconnections between 
Cardiff East sub-station and the terminal 
tower of the overhead lines from Upper 
Boat, as well as 33-kV interconnections 
between transformers and switchgear in 
the sub-station. 
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HIGH SHAFT SINKING RATES AT KELLINGLEY 
COLLIERY, CASTLEFORD 


A NEW colliery is being sunk at 
Kellingley in the Castleford Area 
of the National Coal Board’s North 
Eastern Division. When in full produc- 
tion it will be capable of producing at 
the rate of 6,000 tons a day, or about 
14 million tons of coal a year, and will 
provide employment for about 3,000 
men. 

Two shafts both 24ft. in diameter are 
now being sunk to a depth of approxi- 
mately 850yd. and for the first 50 years 
the output will be extracted from the Silk- 
stone and Beeston seams which lie at 
depths of 2,087ft. and 2,298ft. respectively. 
Boreholes proved the existence of 600ft. of 
water-bearing Permian measures to overlie 
the coal measures, the upper limestone 
being particularly heavily watered. 

The use of brine freezing for water con- 
trol, together with a non-simultaneous 
method of sinking and shaft lining, entail- 
ing a high rate of pouring and an extremely 
consistent mix are amongst the major 
features of this high-speed shaft sinking 
which is being carried out by the Thyssen 
Shaft Sinking Co., Ltd., of London and 
Lianelly. The freezing process used to seal 
the shafts against inflows from the strata 
was carried out by the Foraky Co., Ltd., 
37 bores and one centre being employed to 
each shaft. Of these only two holes became 
sealed during sinking. 

Notwithstanding the limitations imposed 
by the freezing process, high sinking rates 
were maintained during sinking through 
the frozen ground and when clear of this 
handicap, in the unfrozen ground a new 
record for shaft sinking was established 
when 336ft. were sunk and 345ft. lined in 
No. 2 shaft. 

The main sinking of No. 1 shaft started 
on February 26, 1960, and No. 2 shaft 
on June 19, 1960. Each shaft is served 
by two tower-mounted friction winders, 
and these are being used for the sinking 
operation. After shaft sinking has been 
completed the winders will be fitted with 
closed loop-control, an electrical device to 
enable winders to be operated by remote 
control from the banksman’s level. It is 
proposed to wind the output at No. 2 (up- 
cast) shaft in 15-ton capacity skips; No. 1 
(downcast) shaft will be equipped with two 
three-deck cages and be used for winding 
men, materials, and dirt. 


Freezing Principle 


The freezing principle employed at 
Kellingley consisted of maintaining a con- 
tinuous sheath of frozen strata around the 
shafts during sinking, this being effected 
by circulating the brine through tubed 
boreholes which extend well into the non- 
permeable strata to ensure complete seal- 
ing of the shaft. The verticality of the 
bores is carefully controlled such that they 
do not intersect the shaft line and in order 
that each has approximately the same cool- 
ing area surrounding each tube. 

The freezing tubes which have screwed 
connections, are lowered as soon as a hole 
is completed, the first tube being plugged 
at its base. As successive joints are made, 
they are pressure tested for tightness upon 
which the success of the system depends. 
A small diameter tube is then inserted into 
the completed column and, after a final 
pressure test, connection is made with the 
brine mains, the refrigerant flowing down 
the small bore tube and up through the 
column to the mains on the refrigeration 
plant. The refrigerant is a solution of 
calcium chloride in water, the freezing 
point of which is —22 deg. F. at a specific 
gravity of 1.24. The surface brine mains 
are 8in. bore and are lagged with a 2Hin. 
thick layer of insulating cork. 


At the refrigeration plant, liquid 
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ammonia is evaporated at low pressure in 
tubular heat exchangers, the latent heat 
of evaporation being derived from the 
brine during its passage through the heat 
exchanger tubes. The ammonia gas is 
taken from the heat exchangers to high- 
speed single stage vee-type ammonia com- 
pressors, these being 6-cylinder machines 
driven by 150-h.p. A.E.I. slip ring induc- 
tion motors. They deliver to banks of 
condensers which are cylindrical heat 
exchangers upon which cooling water is 
played, resulting in liquefaction of the 
ammonia before passing out through auto- 
matic expansion valves and on the brine 
heat exchangers. Each ammonia circuit 
is independent, the four circuits being used 
to give the maximum reliability in main- 
taining brine circulation. Some 1,200lb. of 
ammonia is used in each circuit. The 
brine circulation is some 70,000 g.p.h., 
maintained by two pumps, the brine con- 
taining some 70 tons of calcium chloride. 

The circulation of the brine through the 
entire system results in long columns of 
frozen ground being produced round each 
freezing tube, the diameter of the columns 
increasing as freezing continues until they 
merge with one another and an ice wall is 
formed. As the ice forms, 
water is displaced and when 
the ice wall is completed, care- 
ful measurements of the quan- 
tity and temperature of the 
water expelled through the 
pilot hole give a useful indi- 
cation of the extent to which 
the freezing process has pro- 
gressed. Whilst sinking of the 
shaft is in progress, the re- 
frigeration rate is maintained 
in excess of the melting rate 
due to the higher temperature 
of the surrounding rocks, the 
ice wall gradually thickening 
until it extends for some dis- 
tance beyond the excavation 
and the unfrozen core has 
become completely frozen, 
thus forming one solid cylinder 
of frozen rock in which the 
shaft is sunk. When this is 
achieved, any faulty bore can 
be isolated from the mains 
without affecting the progress 
of the work. 


Rotary Drilling 


Rotary drilling for the 
freezing bores began at the 
end of March, 1958, and was completed 
in early September, 1958, a total of 
some 49,450ft. being drilled with the 
boring completed and the refrigeration 
plant installed, freezing at the site of No. 1 
shaft was started on October 27, 1958, the 
ice wall being closed at the end of 
February, 1959. Commencing and closing 
dates for No. 2 shaft were December 15, 
1958, and July 9, 1959, respectively, the 
resulting ice walls formed being some 80ft. 
in diameter. 

Sinking through frozen ground entails 
a number of particular considerations; of 
these, the first is concerned with limiting 
the amount of charge and determining the 
most suitable pattern to obviate damage 
to the freezing tubes by excessive shock 
waves. Drill penetration rates are usually 
much lower and a fairly high number of 
holes may be rejected. In particular, diffi- 
culties are experienced with ice fissures 
extending for many feet which cause the 
steels to become frozen into the ground. 

With regard to shaft lining problems 
encountered here, include those due to 
the effect of the heat of hydration on the 
ice wall and its consequent expansion. With 
regard to shaft lining, of the greatest im- 
portance is the need to ensure the highest 
degree of consistency in the mix and the 


minimum amount of segregation during 
pouring. 

A further feature of note is the accom- 
modation required to be made to allow for 
the effects of surface lift. This feature 
resulting from the expansion caused by the 
formation of ice and variation of tempera- 
tures is sufficient to throw the permanent 
winding towers out of alignment. To 
enable corrections to be made, the tower 
bases are mounted on grillages with facili- 
eft jacking in order to keep the towers 
evel. 

Account had also to be taken of the 
need for providing effective support for 
the weight of the shaft lining sinking 
through the frozen ground due to the fact 
that corrugated sheets prevent the concrete 
from adhering to the ground. 

The majority of lining in the frozen 
ground is of 18in. thickness, but towards 
the base of this frozen area, at 460ft., the 
thickness of the lining was increased in 
steps from 18in. to 24in., then to 27in., 
at this point the frozen ground ended. 
Below this level the lining was reduced in 
thickness from 27in. to 24in., then to 18in. 
and finally to the normal ground lining 
of 12in.

The main equipment used for the sink- 
ing consists of a two-deck stage which is 
suspended in the shaft by four ropes which 
also act as guide ropes for the riders of 
the hoppits. The decks are 30ft. apart 
and surmounted by a catwalk 10ft. above 
the top deck. The first or upper deck 
carries four 2-ton worm-driven self stabil- 
ising winches for movement of the shutter- 
ing in the shaft. The air and water mani- 
folds are also carried on this deck. Between 
the decks is located the octopus and chutes 
for emplacing the concrete lining, the chute 
trunking being of light gauge steel sections 
joined by chains to give flexibility in opera- 
tion. Two columns for air and water 
services are also fixed between decks, the 
top manifolds receiving hoses from pipe- 
lines temporarily attached to the shaft 
lining. 

Underneath the bottom deck of the sink- 
ing stage is situated the mechanical load- 
ing equipment. This is compressed air 
driven and is suspended from an inner and 
outer monorail. The main hoist motor 
which operates the 20 cu. ft. Priestman 
Cactus grab, is also mounted on rails inside 
the unit, which then allows the grab trans- 
verse as well as circumferential movement. 
The 20 cu. ft. Priestman Cactus grab is 
of the compressed air, six-bladed type. 
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The circular monorail is broken for a 
short section to allow the stage to be 
raised above the level of the services pipes 
fixed to the shaft wall and at the point 
where it is broken, an inner rail on a 
shorter radius is provided to maintain con- 
tinuity. The drilling hoppit consists 
essentially of a number of radial steel sheet 
plates which form segments to which the 
drilling machines are returned after use. 
Each machine is numbered and a corre- 
sponding number is marked on each seg- 
ment of the hoppit. Thus any defect in 
the drilling machine is noted on the plate 
forming the segment corresponding to the 
drill and is easily read off by the fitter on 
the surface. The mucking hoppits, No. l 
shaft 85 cu. ft. and No. 2 shaft 105 cu. 
ft. capacity are secured to the winding 
rope by three suspension chains, the 
chains being detachable from the hoppits 
to leave them clear for loading. 


The winders are part of the permanent 
mine installation. At No. 1 shaft a friction 
winder is driven by a 1,100 b.h.p. A.E.I. 
motor whilst at No. 2 shaft the winders 
are driven by twin 1,100 b.h.p. A.ELI. 
motors at 11,000-V. The winder drums 
were modified during sinking to accommo- 
date single rope winding. The towers are 
of steel construction and are fitted with 
deflection pulleys in order to bring the 
winding ropes into the correct position 
for sinking. 


Concrete Mixing Plant 


The prime requirement of an extremely 
high rate of production, coupled with an 
extremely consistent mix of constant 
water/cement ratio has been met by the 
provision of the Blaw Knox AP.100 con- 
crete mixing plant which has an output of 
100 cu. yd. per hour and can feed to either 
shaft. Essentially this plant consists of 
four sections, the first of which is an eight- 
compartment batching plant which has an 
aggregate storage capacity of 100 cu. yd. 
a weighing unit and a control panel. 
Cement is stored in extendible bulk 
cement handling units. 

The main section of the plant are the 
twin Blaw Knox Gyramixers which have 
a mixed batch output of 28 cu. ft. A 
further section consists of two specially 
fabricated conveyors, constructed by 
Thyssen Shaft Sinking Co., Ltd., which 
take the concrete to either shaft and the 
2 cu. yd. wet receiving hopper located 
here to receive the concrete before dis- 
charge to the 2 cu. yd. Blaw Knox roller 
skips used for transport down the shaft. 


The batching plant comprises three main 
units, these being the main bin unit which 
includes the operating platform and con- 
trol panel, the supporting structure and 
aggregate weigher and a flared top section. 
The operation of the plant, through the 
control panel is by air assisted manual 
controls and weigh dials. Pneumatic rams 
control the radial gates feeding aggregate 
to the weigher, an air operated valve con- 
trolling the discharge of cement to an 
independent weigher. Water is metered 
out in a 35-gallon siphon type pressure 
tank calibrated in pounds and gallons and 
is discharged to the mix by a press-button 
control. The containers operate at a 
pressure of 90 p.s.i., the supply being 
derived from the town mains supply. In 
addition to the hand operated valves for 
operating the main discharge rams, the 
control panel is also fitted with indicator 
lights which show such points as the posi- 
tion of the mixer door, the length of the 
mixing period and whether electric power 
is on for control operations. 

The two Gyramixer stationary pan type 
units incorporated in this plant each have 
an unmixed capacity of 42 cu. ft. and a 
mixed batch output of 28 cu. ft. The 
Overhead drive to each is a single, en- 
closed unit and the pan, fabricated from 
wear-resistant alloy steel, forms an integral 
Part of the base structure, which allows 
shallow mixing and eliminates the need 
for a central pedestal. Discharge is 
through a 134 sq. ft. rectangular sliding 
door, the movement of which _ is 
ram —_ controlled. The mixing unit 
Consists of a rotary gearbox which revolves 
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round the centre of the pan. It carries 
two stars, each rotary about its own axis 
and is fitted with three mixing blades. 
Floor and wall scraping blades are also 
attached to the rotating gearbox. The 
stars rotate at unequal radii and the blade 
path is such that the entire pan area is 
covered once in each revolution. With 
these mixers, batch time throughout the 
contract was 30 seconds. 

The specifications require a minimum 
strength of 4,500lb./sq. in. at 28 days in 
frozen ground, the average figures obtained 
to date being 7,000Ib./sq. in. In unfrozen 
ground the specification is for 3,000Ib./sq. 
in. the average figure reached here being 
6,000lb./sq. in. at 28 days. During the 
lining in frozen ground, Sulfacrete was 
employed, Earles Portland cement being 
used in unfrozen ground. 

The aggregates are closely checked for 
organic content, moisture size, etc., and 
the aggregate pits are heated with steam 
pipes to maintain an even temperature and 
hence control the moisture content. The 
container on the batching plant is also 
heated, thus guaranteeing uniformity of 
mix and moisture content. The mix used 
in the frozen section was: 0.296 tons 
cement, 0.429 tons sand, 0.729 tons gravel, 
12 gallons water. In the unfrozen ground 
the mix was: 0.239 tons cement, 0.594 
tons sand, 0.880 tons gravel, 18 gallons 
water. 

The sinking routine in frozen ground 
was dominated by the necessity of ensuring 
that the freezing tubes were not damaged 
by excessive shock waves. Thus in this 
section, a three square draw cut, com- 
prising 12 holes, followed by a round of 
64 holes was adopted and in order to 
rationalise the drill- 
ing as far as possible, 
the floor of the shaft 
was divided up into 
quadrants and the 
cut, two machinemen 
being permanently 
allocated a_ section. 
Thus in the cut, the 
two most experi- 
enced drillers were 
located, each drilling 
the full depth of 6ft. 
and working on dia- 
metrically opposed 
holes. In the quad- 
rants, the first of the 
two drillers worked 
to a depth of 4ft. 6in., 
continuously, the 
second machineman 
being permanently 
engaged in deepening 
these holes to 6ft. 


Ice Fissure Difficulty 


Ice fissures of up 
to 30ft. in depth and 
6in. wide caused con- 
siderable difficulty 
when drilling 
throughout the 
frozen ground, The 
frictional heat gener- 
ated by the rotating 
bit caused a rapid 
thaw of the ide, 
which in liquid form 
was blown up the 
hole, refreezing in 
the process. Thus large numbers of holes 
were rendered useless by the drill steels 
becoming completely frozen in their holes. 

Modification of the drilling machines to 
allow for high volume blowing of C/A 
at the tip, in order to cool the bit and 
remove from the hole any liquid formed 
before refreezing took place, met with 
some success, 

Integral drill steels with cross-bits were 
used throughout the frozen ground, but 
did not prove ideal for normal ground. 
Here integral steels with chisel bits pro- 
duced far better results. 

Charging of the boreholes is carried out 
by N.C.B. deputies assisted by Thyssen 
personnel. The amount of explosive to be 
used in any one round in the frozen area 
was limited to 150lb. to ensure that exces- 
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sive shock waves were not set up, which 
could possibly cause damage to the freez- 
ing tubes. The depth of the rounds varied 
between 6ft. and 10ft. according to the 
strata encountered. 

This limitation of explosives made it 
necessary to fire twice for each full round 
of holes bored, the outer or cropper holes 
being fired separately from the rest of the 
round. Parallel mains electrical firing was 
employed. 

To reduce charging time to a minimum, 
the buss bars are prepared on surface in 
a Priming Shed. The buss bars are laid 
out in accordance with plans displayed 
on a wall panel which show the exact posi- 
tions for attaching the detonator leads. 
These leads terminate in “inert” primers 
which consist of plaster of paris containing 
an outer groove for the detonator leads, 
the detonator being inserted firmly through 
the centre of the plaster of paris such 
that it protrudes approximately }in. into 
the following stick of explosive. Non- 
inflammable, sand filled, paper bags are 
used for stemming. 

Smoke clearance is effected by a booster 
fan in the main 30in. air services column 
which is carried down as shaft lining pro- 
ceeds. The stage is raised 150ft. before 
firing and the shaft is inspected before it 
is lowered after firing. With the stage 
in position, mucking commences, using 
four hoppits. Thus, whilst the grab fills 
a hoppit on the east side of the shaft, the 
west winding rope drops an empty hoppit 
on the west side of the shaft and picks 
up a full one. When the hoppit on the 
east side is full the grab swings around and 
commences loading on the west side. 

Loading is always arranged to take place

underneath the winding rope carrying the 
full hoppit to the surface. 

The temporary support employed in 
frozen ground consists of steel channel 
rings, suspended on hooks, with dowels 
inserted in the ground every fifth ring to 
provide additional security. Behind the 
steel rings are placed conrugated steel 
sheets held against the ground by timber 
poling boards and wedges. 


Procedure 

Sinking and lining routine in coal measure 
strata was to sink 40ft. and to line this 
section immediately. During sinking, the 
ground was secured by wire mesh and 
anchor bolts which were placed at a mini- 
mum depth of 4ft. into the rock. This 
system could not be worked in the frozen 
ground due to the presence of the corru- 
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gated back sheets which prevented the 
concrete adhering to the ground. The 
following procedure was therefore adopted. 


1. Forty feet of shaft was sunk and 
back sheets placed only in the top 
30ft. 

A concrete crib was placed in this 
bottom 10ft. section which was in 
immediate contact with the ground. 

3. Sufficient waiting time was allowed 
to elapse before sinking further to 
allow this crib to gain strength. Only 
in the first crib placed in either shaft 
was this waiting time required. 

4. A further 40ft. of shaft was again 
sunk, and again only the top 30ft. 
back sheeted. 

5. Another crib was placed in 
bottom 10ft. 

6. As soon as this crib was placed, 
lining of the first 30ft. (Item 1) took 
place. 

This procedure was followed through- 
out the frozen ground, and allowed each 
crib sufficient time to gain strength to 
support the 30ft. section above it. 


The lining was emplaced in 5ft. lifts, 
the shuttering consisting of two 2ft. 6in. 
high rings of jin. steel plate used with 
releasing segments. In frozen ground, pro- 
vision was made in every 5ft. lift for eight 
injection pipes, with a further eight being 
located in the crib ring. The grouting was 
carried out within 10 days of placing any 
part of the lining, whilst local thawing of 
the ice was occurring. For each 40ft. 
section, some 20-30 tons of cement were 
injected, using a Boulder grouter. 


The grouting was carried out at a maxi- 
mum pressure of 60 p.s.i. The mix was 
prepared on surface in a tub fabricated 
from a section of ventilating tube, in which 
rotating paddles are located, these being 
powered by a Consolidated Pneumatic type 
327 drill. From the mixers, the grout 
passed by a 2in. plain flanged gravity line 
down the shaft, this terminating in a 
rubber hose which connected with the 
Boulder grouter, situated on the sinking 
stage. A jin. air line was taken from the 
stage manifold to the grouter, which has 
a pressure reducing system.

The Boulder grouter, which incorporates 
its own agitating chamber uses some 80 


c.f.m., and has a chamber capacity of 
4 cu. ft. The high degree of agitation pro- 
vided by the grouter was particularly 


important during the operations, in ensur- 
ing the injection of a high quality grout. 


Concrete Vibration 


The concrete is brought down the shaft 
in Blaw Knox 2 cu. yd. concrete skips, 
these discharge to a folding chute, from 
the base of which is led four trunk ranges, 
thus splitting the concrete equally into 
four parts. Each section of the light steel 
trunking is cone-shaped and has hooks at 
its base to allow other sections to be 
attached by chains, this arrangement also 
giving the maximum flexibility and ensures 
that concrete is placed without segregation 
taking place. Of particular importance is 
the achievement of a thorough vibration 
to eliminate voids and ensure uniform 
compaction. This is carried out with 
Consolidated Pneumatic 325 poker vibra- 
tors. During the placing of the lining 
provision is made for pipe clamp supports, 
safety rope support, and also Bunton boxes 
for cross-girders for guide rails. 

Holes to accommodate steel pins for the 
stage safety ropes are placed every 4Oft. 
and also attached to these pins are pulleys 
to facilitate movement of shuttering in the 
shaft. The ropes from the four winches 
on the top deck are passed around these 
pulleys and then attached to the shuttering 
at four points. Four safety ropes are 
attached to the stage during mucking 
operations to prevent overload on the 
guide ropes. 

Temporary supports are used in the coal 
measure strata B.R.C.13 gauge wire mesh, 
3in. by 3in. squares in sheets of 6ft. by 14ft. 
and 4ft. roof bolts with Rawlshields and 
9in. by 7in. by in. steel plates. 

Where ground conditions were normal, 
roof bolts were placed in rows, 5ft. between 
each row to allow lft. overlap on the wire 
mesh sheets. If the ground conditions 
deteriorated, double sheets of wire mesh 
were placed and extra roof bolts were 
inserted where necessary. 

Occasionally it was found possible to

recover a small percentage of the roof 
bolts during concreting operations, but this 
depended entirely on ground conditions, 

A lazy chain method of muck tipping is 
employed at surface, the tipping level being 
fitted with interlocked, pneumatically con- 
trolled doors such that the muck chute 
loading the storage bins from the hoppit, 
cannot be lowered without the bottom 
shaft doors being first closed. The lazy 
chain which lifts the bottom of the hoppit 
is also arranged such that it cannot be 
applied unless the muck chute has first 
been lowered. 

Some 20 shifts are worked each week, 
the N.C.B. taking over the shafts on Sunday 
dayshift each week for maintenance and 
testing of their equipment. Each shift 
is of eight hours duration with a 30 minute 
break for food. Underground each shift 
consists of: one foreman, one chargehand, 
one grab driver, two onsetters and eight 
sinkers. 

Output from No. 2 shaft during the 
record breaking month was some 15,000 
tons of rock excavated and 2,880 tons of 
concrete emplaced. 


Detailed Attention 


The- establishment of new high sinking 
rates at this site by the contractors, reflects 
to a considerable degree the detailed atten- 
tion given all aspects of the sinking routine, 
This is particularly reflected in the atten- 
tion given to such points as the provision 
of drill hoppits and the use made of small 
portable air motors to provide power for 
such operations as grout mixing, tape wind- 
ing, etc. These motors are, in effect, Con- 
solidated Pneumatic type 327 reversible 
drills which are welded to suitable frames 
and which, in the case of tape winding, 
provide an extremely convenient method 
of raising and lowering the shaft measuring 
tape without damage. 

The freezing and sinking contracts are 
being supervised by Mr. J. J. Gill, divi- 
sional new sinkings controller, the agent 
for the contractors being Mr. E. Borne- 
mann. The master sinker of No. 2 shaft, 
in which the new record for sinkings of 
this category was established, is Mr. 
R. Elkan. 








GRADUATED PENSION SCHEME: TRANSFERS 


Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter, Minister of 
Pensions and National Insurance, has made 
regulations* under which employers can 
be authorised to use a simplified procedure 
for preserving the pension rights of certain 
employees moving from one contracted- 
out employment to another either under 
the same employer or covered by the same 
pension scheme. Also, the new recorded 
delivery service is made an alternative to 
registered post for sending Certificates of 
Assurance. The Regulations, which came 
into operation on July 31, have been 
approved in draft by the National In- 
surance Advisory Committee. 

Employees contracted-out under the 
National Insurance Act, 1959, must have 
pension rights equivalent to the maximum 
under the graduated part of tthe national 
insurance scheme safeguarded when their 
employment ends. If tthe employee is 
moving to another contracted-out employ- 
ment, his equivalent pension rights may 
be safeguarded by transferring them to 
the scheme covering the new employment 
—or, if both employments come under the 
same scheme, maintaining the employee’s 
rights in that scheme. In the normal way, 
unless both employments are under the 
same employer and covered by the same 
pension scheme, the Ministry must be 
notified of the change of employment and 
sent a certificate issued by the pension 
scheme for the new employment showing 
that the employee’s pension rights are safe- 
guarded, The new regulations enable the 
Minister _ to exempt particular employers

from either or both these requirements in 
cases where their employees move to con- 
tracted-out employment— 

(1) under the same employer but 
covered by a _ different pension 
scheme, e.g., movement, on promo- 
tion, from a works scheme to a staff 
scheme; 

(2) under a_ different employer but 
covered by the same pension scheme, 
€.g., Movement within an associated 
group of companies all using the 
same pension scheme. 

Any employer wishing to obtain such 
exemption should write to the Ministry 
of Pensions and National Insurance, N.P.E. 
Group, Newcastle upon Tyne, stating the 
reference number of his contracting-out 
certificate and the class of case for which 
he desires the Minister’s dispensation. 


A.P. CEMENT EXPORTS REDUCED 


Exports of their cement have been 
reduced, revealed the chairman of Asso- 
ciated Portland Cement Manufacturers, 
Ltd., Mr. J. A. E. Reiss, when he addressed 
the recent annual general meeting of the 
company. 

Pressure of home demand for cement 
was causing embarrassment to the com- 
pany, Mr. Reiss stated, and the company 
had had to reduce exports to some extent 
to help the home market. But he thought 
that the recently introduced oil duty had 
encouraged them to reduce exports much 
more. The effect of the duty on oil-fired 
works had been to increase costs there by 
124 per cent., and this had really priced 
the company out of a large part of the 
export market. 


HEREFORD WIRE PRODUCTION 
BUILDING 


A new wire drawing department build- 
ing, 325ft. in length, is under construction 
at Hereford for Henry Wiggin and Co. 
Ltd. 

The mill is of single-storey design with 
a flat roof and a frame of shop-welded 
construction, including roof girders 7ft. 
deep, track girders for 3-ton E.O.T. cranes, 
N type lattice girders and Z shaped moni- 
tor frames. 

Rectangular in plan, the building con- 
sists of one 75ft. and five 55ft.-wide bays, 
325ft. in length, the lowest height clearance 
being 24ft. 6in. ; 

The new manufacturing capacity will be 
devoted to the production of high nickel 
alloys including electrical resistance wire. 

W. S. Atkins and Partners, 156 Victoria 
Street, London, S.W.1, are the consulting 
engineers for the scheme. The structural 
frame is being fabricated by Braithwaite 
and Co. Structural, Ltd. 


COAL IN OXFORDSHIRE 


The National Coal Board are now 
analysing samples of coal found near 
Witney in Oxfordshire. 

A statement issued by the D.S.I.R. says 
that drillings began in 1960. A number 
of thin coal seams were penetrated be- 
tween 1,005ft. and 1,928ft., including a 3ft. 
seam at 1,66lft. At the end of the year 
the depth was 1,928ft. and boring is con- 
tinuing and has now reached a depth of 
over 4,500ft. 

Between the depths of 1,928ft. and the 
present depth the coals have been found 
at several horizons, including some of 
thicknesses exceeding 2ft. 6in. It is hoped 
to continue boring to establish whether 
productive measures will be found. 
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BRIGHTON SEAFRONT DEVELOPMENT 
Ministry Approval Sought for Myton Scheme 


MAIOR building developments affect- 

ing Brighton’s seafront and a com- 
mercial area inland are proposed in a 
scheme which Brighton Town Council 
is to submit to the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government. 

If approval is given, the work, costing 
in the region of £6m., would be carried 
out by Myton, Ltd., a member of the 
Taylor Woodrow group of building and 
civil engineering companies, on a 15-acre 
site between Western Road and Kings 
Road. Russell Diplock Associates are the 
architects and planning consultants, and 
the scheme was prepared in conjunction 
with Sir Hugh Casson, Brighton’s con- 
sultant architect. 

The proposals make allowance for a new 
“five-star” hotel which could replace the 
existing Grand Hotel; three tower blocks 
of flats providing more than 300 flats in 
all; shops and offices; and an entertainment 
centre on the site of 
the present Grand 
Hotel. 


Separating Traffic 


Pedestrians and iia 


motor-vehicles would 
be segregated in one 
of the first Jlarge- 
scale developments 
of its kind. Plans are 
for inter-related 
“pedestrians only” 
squares to be sur- 
rounded by buildings 
on three main levels. 
The concourses on 
the upper levels 
would be restricted 
to foot traffic, and 
parking and service 
roads to the build- 
ings would be en- 
tirely separate and 
beneath the con- 
courses. Motorists 
wishing to shop 
would park their cars 
and reach the pedes- 
trian ways by stair- 
cases, ramps, lifts 
and possibly escala- 
tors. 

The existing 
thoroughfare, 
Regency Street 
Upper Russell Street, would continue 
to run straight through the site below 
the pedestrian concourses and several other 
points of access would be provided round 
the perimeter of the site for motor traffic. 


In addition to parking areas for the 
requirements of the development, pro- 
vision would also be made for public 
parking for some 1,000 cars. 


Shops on Two Tiers 


The shopping facilities would include a 
department store, a supermarket and about 
100 smaller shops, some of which would 
be on two levels. The highest of the tower 
blocks of flats would rise some 300ft. 

Other facilities proposed include a 
medium-sized conference hall, with allied 
exhibition space, a ballroom, public houses, 
restaurants and entertainment facilities. 
Landscaping, an integral part of the plan- 
ning, includes lawns, trees, flowering 
shrubs, pools, sculpture and fountains. 

The Myton scheme for Brighton’s re- 
development was one of the three short- 
listed by the Town Council and placed 
before the Royal Fine Art Commission 
in 1960, and was the one subsequently

selected for further discussion, in the 
course of which Myton’s original proposals 
involving 11 acres have been extended 
to 15. 

It is hoped work will begin next year. 


MODERNISATION OF DONCASTER WAGON WORKS 


(THE complete reorganisation of the 
electric power supplies to the 
British Railways Wagon Works at Carr 
Hill, Balby, Doncaster, Yorkshire, has 
recently been completed and commis- 
sioned. This is one of the extensive 
modernisation schemes, which have 
been undertaken recently by the Eastern 
Region under the direct control of the 
Chief Mechanical and Electrical En- 
gineer, Doncaster, Crompton Parkinson, 
Ltd., being the main contractors re- 
sponsible for the complete installation. 

The work involved the modernisation of 
the motive power works marshalling yard 
sub-stations by incorporating new 11-kV 
Switchgear, the establishment of three 
additional new  sub-stations, the dis- 
mantling of an existing overhead line, and 
the replacement of this line with new 
ring main cables. 

The Wagon Works obtains electric power 
from the main plant works, which is 
Several miles distant and which also serves 
marshalling yards and motive power 
works en route. During the modernisation 


work it was necessary to maintain a supply 
to these places at all times, particularly 
essential being that no interruption should 
occur to supplies used for signalling. This 
was achieved by careful planning and 
progress of work, which involved the laying 
of 4,000yd. of high tension 11-kV ring main 
cable and the temporary adaptation and use 
of an existing 37-year-old overhead line. 
This line was successfully sectionalised at 
One point and utilised until the new ring 
main cables had been partly installed and 
commissioned; after this the overhead line 
was removed. 

The new high tension ring main cables 
were buried in the normal way for part 
of the route, and the remainder carried in 
special asbestos cement troughing mounted 
on concrete posts. 


“Track Possession” 

In order to lay this considerable amount 
of cable alongside the railway line, “track 
possession” had to be obtained and con- 
siderable notice given to the railway 
authorities that possession of the track 
would be required. The main route was 
successfully laid in operations on two

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USE OF RUBBER IN ROADS 
Reports of National Rubber Bureau 


I['HE annual report for 1960 of The 
Natural Rubber Bureau, now pub- 
lished, records an important result 
achieved in the research into rubberised 
road materials in which the Road Re- 
search Laboratory and the Bureau are 
co-operating. It states: “A method of 
preparing a rubberised cut-back bitu- 
men has been developed using latex in 
which the temperature of mixing has 
been kept below that at which degrada- 
tion on any appreciable scale will occur. 
Progress was also made in researches 
designed: (a) to assess the value of adding 
sulphur to rubber bitumen; and (b) to 
devise methods of obtaining stable mixtures 
of rubber in tar. 


Positive Results 


Referring to full-scale road experiments 
the report mentions further positive results. 
“In some of these,” it comments, “there are 
indications of the superior properties of 
the rubberised material when compared 
with the control materials. In particular, 
in the case of the rubberised bitumen 
macadam experiment on trunk road A.15 
at Yaxley, Huntingdonshire, the majority of 
the rubberised sections are showing 2 
superiority over the normal bitumen 
macadam.” 

Regarding commercial work, the report 
states: “Upwards of 60 miles of rubberised 
bitumen or tar surfaces were installed in 
the U.K. in 1960” and mentions the use in 
Europe of several hundred tons of a 
rubber bitumen concentrate containing 31 
per cent. rubber; the laying of 20 miles of 
rubber surface dressing in Buenos Aires: 
the installation of 85 areas of road and 
airfield surfacing in Australia. 


Australian Research 

Concerning Australia it adds: “One 
interesting line of research carried out in 
collaboration with the Victorian Country 
Roads Board seeks to develop a rubber 
solution which can be added on site to the 
distributor or spraying unit and dispersed 
through the bitumen by means of the 
circulating pump. Masticated smoke sheet 
dissolved kerosene has been used in full 
scale road trials. This has proved promising 
enough for several bulk orders to be 
secured for the coming season.” 

Another interesting development was the 
use of rubberised slurry seals in South 
Africa.

Sundavs, when work was in progress from 
6 a.m. till 4 p.m.

Power House 


The modernisation of the old Wagon 
Works power house, which was converted 
into a new sub-station, was carried out 
progressively together with the civil con- 
tractors. At all times A.C. and D.C. supplies 
had to be maintained, and this necessitated 
the moving and temporary mounting of 
one of the existing 500-kW rotary con- 
verters to allow building work to proceed. 
In spite of the age of the machine, the 
re-siting and re-commissioning was success- 
ful, providing temporary D.C. supplies to 
the Wagon Works as a whole. After the 
installation of new rectifier equipment, this 
rotary converter was scrapped. 

In addition to the installation work, 
Crompton Parkinson, Ltd., supplied two 
11-kV switchbooards, one 1,500-kVA trans- 
former, one 500-kVA transformer, and 
7,000yd. of PLYSW/PVC power cables. 
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LOCAL AUTHORITIES ASKED TO RESTRAIN 
AND POSTPONE EXPENDITURE 


reaneee last week in the debate 
on the economic situation, Mr. 
Selwyn Lloyd, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, said the Government were 
seeking the co-operation of local 
authorities in restraining and postpon- 
ing expenditure, capital and current, 
wherever they could, to relieve the 
overload on the economy. This would 
involve the postponement perhaps for 
a considerable period, of “many desir- 
able projects’. There was a great deal 
of work in hand, so that new authori- 
sations and loan sanctions to local 
authorities would for some time have to 
run at a much lower level. 

The Chancellor went on to say that the 
established New Town Development Cor- 
porations would be asked to contain their 
rate of expenditure within present levels 
and to make reductions where they could 
over the whole range including education, 
health and roads. 

He hoped that the effect of this would 
be that the local authorities’ capital expen- 
diture in 1962-63 would, in the aggregate, 
not exceed significantly that of the 
current year. 


Road Programme Stands 


In the field of education there would be 
reductions in authorisations, for minor 
works and some rephasing of the educa- 
tional building programme. For roads, 
the Government had decided upon a 
firm five-year programme, which would 
involve a considerable increase above the 
present rate of expenditure, but one which 
he judged to be within our capacity, and 
also one which he thought was directly 
related to production and productivity. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Lindsey Roads 


Mr. E. L. Mallalieu asked the Minister 
of Transport why the county of Lincoln- 
shire, Lindsey, had not been included by 
him for authorisation of any classified 
road scheme of over £100,000 grant value 
for the periods 1961-62, 1962-63 and 
1963-64; and whether reconsideration 
would be given to this matter at an early 
date. 

Mr. Marples: The schemes costing over 
£100,000 included in the three-year classi- 
fied road programme were selected after 
careful consideration of national priorities 
and with special regard to the needs of 
congested urban areas. It was not possible 
to include all the schemes submitted. I 
hope to announce the schemes for 1964-65 
later this year. 


Cross-channel Cable 


Mr. Nabarro asked the Minister of 
Power when the cross-channel electricity 
cable would start to operate; what was 
the capacity; and what economies would 
result in capital investment in the electri- 
city supply industry and to the consumer. 

Mr. George: The cross-channel cable is 
expected to be working commercially 
before the end of the year; its capacity will 
be 160-MW; the capital saving from its 
installation will be about £3,400,000, but 
this economy will not significantly reduce 
the average price to the consumer. 


London Airport Terminal Building 


Sir A. V. Harvey asked the Minister of 
Aviation when he anticipated completion 
of the terminal building for international 
traffic at London Airport. 

The Minister of Aviation (Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft): The first part of the new 
passenger terminal for long haul services 


should be completed during October and 
the remainder next spring. 


Gatwick Airport Runway 


Sir A. V. Harvey asked the Minister of 
Aviation what steps he was taking to 
enlarge and improve the runway facilities 
at Gatwick Airport. 

Mr. Thorneycroft: Gatwick Airport was 
designed for use by short and medium 
haul services and not for the heavier long 
haul aircraft taking off at their maximum 
all-up weight. It would be uneconomic 
to duplicate the facilities which have been 
provided at Heathrow for regular long haul 
services. 

To meet the requirements of short and 
medium haul aircraft at Gatwick, I have 
recently increased the distance available 
for take-off at the western end of the exist- 
ing runway. I have also asked consulting 
engineers to survey and make an estimate 
of the cost and time required for the con- 
struction of a second runway. 


London Helicopter Stations 


Mr. Dodds asked the Minister of Avia- 
tion if he was yet able to publish the 
Report of the Committee on the Planning 
of Helicopter Stations in the London Area. 

Mr. Thorneycroft: In its first Report, the 
Committee recommended three possible 
sites for the operation of regular services 
with large-scale helicopters: Nine Elms 
Goods Yard, Cannon Street Station roof 
and St. Katherine Docks. Detailed tech- 
nical and economic studies are continuing. 


New Hospital, Truro 


Mr. Hayman asked the Minister of 
Health when tenders were to be invited 
for the new area hospital at Truro; and 
when work on it would begin. 

Mr. Powell: I look forward to laying the 
foundation stone next May. 

Mr. Hayman: Will the Minister explain 

the delay, because at the end of November 
jast he said in this House that the working 
drawings of the first phase would be com- 
pleted by the end of December and the 
bills of quantities would be ready by May 
of this year? Why is there to be a delay 
of 12 months in the laying of the founda- 
tion stone? 
_ Mr. Powell: The laying of the founda- 
tion stone does not follow immediately 
upon the completion of the bills of quan- 
tities. I am satisfied that this is going 
ahead so as to enable me to lay the stone 
next spring. 


New Hospital, Lindley 


Mr. Wade asked the Minister of Health 

whether he is now able to state when the 
new hospital at Lindley, Huddersfield, 
would be completed; and what progress 
had been made. 
_ Miss Pitt: Work is in progress on the 
first phase, which should be completed 
next year. Working drawings are being 
prepared for the second phase. 


Parking Spaces 


Mr. Wingfield Digby asked the Minister 
of Transport what plans he had for 
encouraging the provision of parking 
harbours where pavements were wide, 
similar to those in Berlin, so that extra 
parking space could be provided without 
the flow of traffic being impeded. 

Mr. Marples: This is already done in 
some places, but there is not much scope 
for it. Where bays can reasonably be cut 
into pavements on busy streets in this 
country the space is normally better used 
by vehicles loading and unloading or pick- 
ing up and setting down passengers. But 
highway authorities are free to provide 
parking space in this way where circum- 
stances permit. 
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EXETER BUILDING TO BE 
MOVED BODILY 


A PLAN by Exeter City Council for 
removing a building at 16 
Edmund Street and re-erecting it on a 
site at 48 and 49 West Street, is to be 
accomplished by moving the building 
bodily on a special type of bogie. 

The contract for the building work in 
connection with the removal and re- 
erection has been placed with T. B. Keate 
and Co., at £4,950, and the framing up and 
moving will be carried out by Messrs. 
Pynfords at a cost of £2,080. The con- 
sultant architect for the work is Mr. David 
Nye. 

A recent meeting of the contractors and 
the architect worked out the following 
programme for the work: 

Oct. 1. General contractor to com- 
mence preparatory work on the founda- 
tions and reinforced concrete raft, etc., 
on the new site. 

Nov. 1. Removal contractors to com- 
mence crating the building in its exist- 
ing position. 

Nov. 28. Transportation of the build- 
ing to the new site to commence, This 
will be done overnight and the building 
will be taken as far as the open space 
in front of St. Mary Steps Church where 
it will lie for a day, and the following 
day will be transferred to its new posi- 
tion on a prepared foundation and floor. 
It is anticipated that the final move into 

position will be made by the night of 
November 30. Then there will be a 
further three months work by the general 
contractor on the re-erection of the build- 
ing and it should be ready for occupation 
at the end of February, 1962. In view of 
the complicated operations a comprehen- 
sive insurance is to be taken out by the 
Council, covering the building, transporta- 
tion, third party risks and other necessary 
cover related to both contracts. 

The B.B.C. has requested permission to 
televise the whole operation of removal 
and re-erection. 


ELECTRICAL INSTALLATION 
CONTRACTING 


Progress of the National Inspection 
Council 


The current quarterly progress report of 
the National Inspection Council for Elec- 
trical Installation Contracting (N.I.C.E.1.C.) 
refers to the issue of 16,000 free copies of 
the 5th edition of the Roll of Approved 
Electrical Installation Contractors. 

During the period April 1 to June 30, 
1961, 55 applications for enrolment, in- 
cluding one from a borough council, were 
approved, 13 were rejected and 71 deferred. 
Twenty-eight firms were removed from the 
Roll: in most cases due to the firm either 
ceasing to exist, or ceasing to carry on 
contracting work. The total number of 
new applicaticns for enrolment received 
was 95, 10 below the record figure of 105 
for the previous quarter. 

A healthy sign of the growing interest of 
local authorities in the work of the Council 
is the increasing number of engineers and 
surveyors who ask inspecting engineers to 
call on them to explain the Council’s pro- 
cedure for inspections, it is stated. 


£346,290 SEWAGE WORKS 
CONTRACT 


Frimley and Camberley (Surrey) U.D.C., 
have accepted the £346,290 tender of R. J. 
Horton (Engineers), Ltd., Delph Road, 
Brierley Hill, Staffs., for extensions to their 
sewage disposal works. 

The contract entails the construction of 
a grit tank, two 70ft. diameter settlement 
tanks, a 425ft. long rectangular bacteria 
bed, humus and sludge digestion tanks, 
sludge beds, pumping stations and other in- 
cidental works. Consulting engineers for 
the scheme are Willcox, Raikes and Mar- 
shall, 33 Great Charles Street, Birming- 
ham 3. 
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HIGH-SPEED BUILDING METHOD FOR 
OFFICE BLOCKS 


Use of Fram-Pell Prestressed Concrete Floor Panels 


FTER 12 months’ research and de- 
velopment work by C. J. Pell and 
Partners and the Fram Reinforced Con- 
crete Co., Ltd. (member of the recently 
formed Fram Group of Companies), a 
new method of floor construction for 
the erection of large build- 
ings has been used for the 
first time by Walter Law- 
rence and Son, Ltd., on the 
10-storey Rodwell Group 
development in Middlesex 
Street, London, E.1. Floors 
which would have taken 
two-three weeks to build by 
conventional methods are 
now being completed in less 
than a week. 

The system has also been 
adopted by George Wimpey 
and Co., Ltd., for the 18-storey 
Barbican Block F, which is 
scheduled to go up at the rate 
of one floor every eight work- 
ing days including stairs and 
wind wall towers. The method 
involves the use of pre-stressed 
concrete panel slabs weighing 
up to 2 tons each, which are 
cast in special moulds in the 
Fram Group’s Birmingham or 
Manchester factories and 
transported, five at a_ time, 
by road to London. On 
arrival they are hoisted into 
position in 5-15 minutes each 
and then covered with a layer 
of in-situ concrete to form the completed 
floor. 

Each slab consists essentially of two or 
three pre-stressed ribs with a lin. 
reinforced topping and two or three side 
walls, to form a box-like panel which, for 
the Middlesex Street development, is 
7ft. 6in. wide by 22ft. long by 10in. deep.

IMPROVEMENT 


The New Zealand Government have 
approved an £87,000 dredging proposal for 
the harbour of Greymouth, South Island. 
The dredging will be carried out by 2

land close to the town.

Pell panel slabs can only be 
used economically on build- 
ings with floor areas of about 
25,000 sq. ft. and upwards, 
whose construction has been 
carefully planned in advance. 
Capital plant in the shape of 
prestressing beds and _indi- 
vidual moulds of the exact 
dimensions required for each 
project have first to be laid 
down by the manufacturer. 
The moulds cannot always be 
used again for making panel 
slabs of a different size for a 
different job, owing to their 
completely enclosed box-like 
shape.

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BRITISH PAVILION FOR INDIAN 


INDUSTRIES FAIR 
A BRITISH pavilion covering 43,000 
sq. ft. has been provided by the 
Board of Trade in connection with the 
Indian Industries Trade Fair to be held 
in New Delhi next November. 
_ Owing to the imminence of the monsoon, 
it was imperative that the building should 
be of a prefabricated nature, to ensure 
speedy erection. The all Indian Tayspan 
system was therefore chosen using welded 
tubular framing fabricated in Calcutta. 

The buildings are of the portal frame 
design and have been developed from the 
Arcon range of buildings especially for the 
Indian market and to meet Indian loading 
requirements. 

About 50 tons of steel components were 
required, and these were transported from 
Calcutta by road. Considerable difficulty 
was encountered during transportation due 
to the early onset of the monsoon, which 
caused the destruction and flooding of 
many of the roads. Despite these setbacks 
steel erection was completed within 10 days 
after the first steel columns had been 
hoisted into position. 

The main area of the building consists of 
of _ three 18-metre and 16-metre spans 
giving an overall width of roughly 170ft., 
16ft. 6in. high and with a length 
(including for the plan breaks in the ends 
of the building) of 12 to 14 bays, or some 
230ft. long. Two additional Tayspan 
structures extend the width of the main 
elevation by a further 120ft. 


Two Main Sections 


The pavilion is divided into two main 
sections. The first of these is to be devoted 
to the official exhibit, “Britain: India’s 
Industrial Partner.” This leads into the 
second section, in which British firms and 
Indian firms with British connections will 
stage their individual displays on stands 
provided by the Board of Trade. 

Mr. Charles Munroe designed the 
Pavilion to specifications laid down by the 
Board of Trade and the United Kingdom 
Senior Trade Commissioner in India. The 
structural units were provided by Taylor 
Woodrow (Building Exports), Ltd. Erection 
on the site has been carried out by Sikand 
Construction Co., and the site architects 
are Sharma and Puri of New Delhi. 


MINISTER REFUSES SOUTHWARK 
FLATS PLAN 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has decided against 
a plan by the Corporation of Trinity House 
to build 74 flats and 33 garages on land 
bounded by Swan Street, Harper Road 
and Brockham Street, Southwark. 

The Corporation had received a similar 
decision from the L.C.C. who plan to re- 
zone the area from residential to public 
open space, and the Minister’s announce- 
ment follows a local inquiry into the case. 
Mr. Brooke said that although he was not 
in a position to give a decision on the 
rezoning as a whole, he was satisfied that 
he should not allow development which 
would have the effect of prejudicing the 
open space proposal.

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SAND AND GRAVEL 
PRODUCTION 1959-1960 


HE fourth in a series of leaflets pre- 
pared by the Ministry of Works 
giving statistics of sand and_ gravel 
production from 1954-1959 in each of 
the regions and_ service areas dealt 
with in the Report of the Advisory 
Committee on Sand and Gravel has 
been published (H.M.S.O. price ls. 3d.). 
The leaflet gives statistics of production 
for 1960 and includes for the first time 
estimates of the future level of demand 
for sand and gravel which on present 
trends is likely to be reached over the 
next five to 10 years. 

In many regions and service areas 
demand and production have already ex- 
ceeded the expectations of the Advisory 
Committee by a substantial margin; the 
Ministry of Works’ estimates suggest that 
demand will continue to increase in the 
next 10 years. Consequently in many areas 
land for sand and gravel working will be 
needed more quickly than the Committee 
envisaged, if the level of production 
already reached is to be maintained and 
the expected increase in demand met. 
Local planning authorities have been asked 
by the Ministry of Works to bear this in 
mind as their development plans fall due 
for review. 

The Ministry of Works’ leaflet refers to 
the impossibility of forecasting exactly in 
which service areas building and civil 
engineering will take place. It may well 
be the case that these activities will take 
place in an area less well endowed than 
adjoining service areas with available 
mineral resources. In such circumstances 
neighbouring authorities may find it help- 
ful to consult together, the Ministry state.

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35,000 ACRES DRAINED BY RIVER CROSSENS 
IMPROVEMENT SCHEME 


N area of about 35,000 acres has 

been relieved from the danger of 
flooding by the £1 million River Cros- 
sens land drainage scheme which was 
officially opened recently by Princess 
Alexandra. 

This extensive acreage comprises rich 
agricultural land near Southport in Lanca- 
shire and lies within the areas of the 
Lancashire River Board and the River 
Crossens Drainage Board. The scheme for 
improvement of its drainage was prepared 
on behalf of the boards by C. H. Dobbie 
and Partners, consulting engineers, West- 
minster. 

The need for the scheme arose from two 
main factors: 1. The major part of the low- 
lying areas has a peat surface which 
gradually shrinks with cultivation and 
drainage; 2. An ever-increasing deposit of 
marine silt on the foreshore has raised the 
level of the estuary channel. 

The River Crossens catchment area 
forms roughly a semi-circle of five miles 
radius centred on Southport, which is itself 
situated on a coastal strip of sand dunes 
and alluvium. Landwards from this 
coastal strip is a low-lying basin, formerly 
a lake or mere. The natural outlet from 
this lake was at Crossens, and the present 
drainage channels, most of which are 
artificial, converge to this point. 

Most of the land surface is below the 
level of the highest tides, and doubtless 
formerly the sea occasionally broke into 
the freshwater lake. Rapid run-off from 
the high ground at Ormskirk and from the 
built-up area of Southport and Birkdale 
aggravate the drainage problems. 

Since the first channel was cut at the 
end of the seventeenth century, the 
principal stumbling block to satisfactory 
drainage has been the mud and silt of 
Liverpool Bay which has consistently 
choked the outfall channel across the salt- 
ings, and in fact the accumulation is now 
such that the foreshore from high to low 
water is some four miles across. 

Originally the whole area was drained 
by gravity to the Crossens Channel at 
Crossens, and this arrangement worked 
until approximately the middle of the last 
century, when steam pumps were installed 
at Crossens, since when the central area of 
about 7,000 acres has been drained by 
means of pumping, although the two areas 
on both sides of the central area—one 
known as Three Pools and the other as the 
Sluice—-were still being discharged by 
gravity. The total area of both “wings” is 
about 16,000 acres. 

As a result of these factors the area has 
been subjected to severe and frequent 
flooding, and it was decided that the whole 
area of about 23,000 acres should be 
pumped, although provision for some 
gravity discharge has been retained. The 
total area of benefit, however, is about 
28,000 acres. 

The scheme 
sections: 

l. The cutting of a new channel about 
44 miles long, considerably improving 
the drainage of the central area which 
has been pumped for more than 100 
years, 

2. Widening and deepening of the main 
channels in the Three Pools system 
and those of the sluice system on 
both “wings.” 

3. Construction of a new pumping 
station to house pumps capable of 


comprises three main 


draining both “wings” and _ the 
central area. 
The work in sections 1 and 2 has 


necessitated the reconstruction of numerous 
existing bridges, construction of many new 
bridges, and the reconstruction of under- 
drains which drained the low-lying lands to 
the central system under the main rivers 
on both “wings.” 


Work began in February, 1958, when the 
Norwest Construction Co., Ltd., was 
awarded the first contract which involved 
the construction of the pumping station- 
third largest of its type in Britain—the 


diversion of a road, and improvements 
to the drainage systems. The 
value of the contract was 


about £700,000. 

The second contract for the 
improvement of tributary 
streams, costing about £80,000, 
was carried out by Costelloe 
and Kemple, Ltd., while a 
third contract for the building 
of three entirely new  re- 
inforced concrete culverts 
under the Southport Wigan 
Railway Line, began in Janu- 
ary and has now been com- 
pleted by the Norwest Con- 
struction Co. 


Difficult Conditions 


One of the biggest diffi- 
culties in the work was the 
nature of the ground, with 
about 12in. of top soil, then 
sand or soft wet peat or a 
peculiar sticky blue silty 
material locally known as 
“Blue Billy” or “Scotch.” In 
many places there is a com- 
bination of all these materials 
in various layers which gener- 
ally overlay red marl and 
Boulder clay. The land is 
most unstable, particularly 
when exposed to the wet, and 
made conditions for civil engi- 
neering work very bad. There 
were several occasions when 
machines became bogged 
down and tractors had to be 
used to haul them out. Widen- 
ing and deepening of existing 
channels meant the excavation 
and disposal of Im. cu. yd. of earth, mainly 
silt and peat, most of which was spread on 
farm fields by bulldozers to a depth of 4in. 

In some cases tributary streams drain- 
ing the middle area had to pass under the 
main channels of the other two higher 
level systems through pipes. This was 
usually done by thrust boring a steel pipe 
from an adjacent pit but in several places 
this technique could not be used because 
of bad ground conditions and the river 
had to be diverted or dammed while 
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excavation for the new pipe was dug in 
the conventional way. 

The thrust boring process was particu- 
larly suitable when a 140ft. long, 3ft. 
diameter pipe had to be placed under the 
main Preston Road, and the work was 
completed in days without inconvenience 
to road users. 

Altogether 


32 miles of channel were 


excavated, 35 new bridges built, eight new 
culverts, 25 bridges underpinned and nine 
underdrains constructed. The capacity of

channels was increased to Hin. run off in 
24 hours with 3ft. freeboard compared with 
the previous capacity of .3in. run off per 
24 hours with the water topping the banks.

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DERBYSHIRE TRUNK ROAD IMPROVEMENT 
16,000 cu. yd. of Rock Removed 


A ROAD improvement scheme with 
some unusual problems is cur- 
rently under way on the London/Carlisle 
trunk road, A.6, between Matlock and 
Cromford in Derbyshire. The contrac- 
tors, John Brown and Sons (Wolver- 
hampton), Ltd., were required to 
straighten and widen about a quarter of 
a mile of the existing road, the width 
being increased from about 30ft. to 60ft. 

The chief difficulty has lain in the fact 
that this particular section of the A.6 is 
bounded partly by a steep fall to the river 
Derwent and partly by limestone tors rising 
to a height of 70ft. 

Before work began both these tors were 
fairly thickly wooded, and overlain with 
vegetation, and the contractors had to 
excavate rock at road level immediately 
adjacent to the carriageway and up to a 
height of 35ft. 

The first operation was to fell the trees 
on the hillside and remove scrub and 
undergrowth from the sections which had 
to be cut away. The contours of the rock 
face were not uniform and in places the 
rock rose sheer from the road. In other 
places there were pinnacles of rock which 


maximum drilling depth was 10ft. The 
drills were equipped with series 12 Sandvik 
Coromant steels. Millisecond delay deton- 
ators were used, and groups of 30-40 holes 
were fired at a time during the primary 
blasting. 

One condition of the contract was that 
single line traffic should be permitted to 
flow for the greatest possible time, and the 
road was closed only during blasting or 
until the rock face was made safe. 


Dead Time Problem 


The contractors soon encountered a 
major difficulty. To give the 955 Cater- 
pillar Traxcavator room to work while 
traffic was passing along the single track 
the hillside had to be broken into. Also, 
it was no easy job to marshall the lorries 
which were taking the rock away, as these 
vehicles often had to wait until the traffic 
was flowing their way. These conditions 
resulted in a considerable amount of dead 
time, particularly at the start of the con- 
tract when working space was being 


created. 

At the time of writing the contract is 
still in progress but by the time it is com- 
pleted 19,600 cu. yd. of material—of which 
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Single-line traffic while work proceeds 


had to be removed, and the limestone was 
badly eroded with many vertical fissures 
and cleavage planes. These fissures were 
mostly filled with clay. 


Control of Explosives 


It had been agreed by the County Sur- 
veyor that explosives would be required 
but a problem needing careful considera- 
tion was the close proximity of some of 
the buildings of Cromford village; rigid 
control of the amount of explosive used 
was therefore very necessary. 

To ascertain the effect of shock waves 
upon the surrounding properties vibro- 
graph tests were taken by Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd. These tests re- 
vealed the limit of the amount of explosive 
that could be used on any one shot, and 
this figure turned out to be 7lb. of Polar 
Ammon gelignite. The restriction on the 
amount of explosive in turn controlled the 
drilling depth, although this would, to a 
very large extent, in any case have been 
governed by the incidence of fissures and 
bedding planes which made the drilling an 
extremely difficult operation. No fixed 
drilling patterns could be employed as the 
condition of the rock varied along the 
whole length of the contract. 

Atlas Copco BBD41WK rock drills 
Mounted on air legs were used, and the 


about 16,000 cu. yd. is rock—will have 
been removed. The rock has been affected 
to a certain degree by mineralisation, 
mainly with associate minerals such as 
calcite, and these calcitic veins increased 
the drilling problem. 


Ancillary Work 


Another section of the contract calls for 
the improvement of a secondary road, 
basically to give a better approach to the 
A.6. The improvement of this road has 
necessitated a certain amount of filling, 
the fill having to come from the main 
excavation this secondary road was also 
the main traffic diversion, and therefore 
work on it could not be started until the 
main excavation was advanced far enough 
to avoid the creation of another bottleneck 
on the secondary road.

Shortage of Skilled Men 


Witt heavy investment demand 
from public and private sectors of 
the economy the construction industries 
have been booming, states the Trea- 
sury’s Bulletin for Industry for July. 
Capacity is very heavily loaded. 


Output by the construction industries 
was 6 per cent. higher in 1960 than in 
1959 and the rise has continued this year. 
Output in the first quarter, when there is 
normally a fall, was the same as the high 
level in the fourth quarter of 1960. Last 
year and this, construction has been the 
main growth element in the economy. 

In the first quarter the value of new 
housing work done by contractors was 
£15m. (5 per cent. allowing for price 
changes) more than a year earlier; all the 
increase was for private developers. There 
was a small increase in the total number 
of houses started in the first five months 
compared with a year earlier. 

Housing accounts for about a third of 
new contracting work. The other two- 
thirds was 13 per cent. higher in the first 
quarter than a year earlier allowing for 
price changes; for public authorities the 
increase was 6 per cent., for private 
industrial developers 26 per cent., and for 
other private developers 9 per cent. 


Manpower 


The number of operatives employed by 
contractors increased steadily last year, 
and the gain has continued this year. Iv 
May the total number of operatives was 
30,000 greater than in May, 1960, a rise 
of 3 per cent. Despite this addition to the 
labour force the demand for skilled men 
was well in excess of supply. In May there 
were six vacancies for every unemployed 
carpenter and 10 for every unemployed 
bricklayer. In Scotland and in the North 
East the labour position continues to be 
easier than in the rest of the country, but 
in May there were more vacancies for 
skilled men than there were craftsmen un- 
employed. There has, however, been a 
considerable reduction and in Scotland 
there are now four vacancies for every 
unemployed carpenter and one for every 
unemployed bricklayer. 


Materials 


Brick production in January-May was 
2 per cent. up on a year earlier allowing 
for seasonal variations. Stocks are now 
showing the usual seasonal fall but at the 
end of May were 50 per cent. higher than 
a year earlier. New capacity is coming into 
use this year, and although delivery 
periods for some types of bricks are long, 
providing orders are placed in good time, 
difficulties can be avoided. Demand for 
cement has been rising rapidly and 
shortages have been reported from a num- 
ber of areas. Production has risen fast, 
with deliveries in January/May up a tenth 
on a year earlier. In addition the industry 
has arranged for larger imports. Supplies 
of other materials appear adequate. 


New Orders 


Contractors have been obtaining new 
orders at a rate above last year and well 
in excess of new work done. The total 
for all new work in the first quarter at 
£521m. was about 5 per cent. up on a year 
ago allowing for price changes. The main 
increases on the first quarter of last year 
came from the public sector—£12m. for 
housing and £26m. for other new work. 
Miscellaneous work for private developers 
rose £llm. but industrial work was 
virtually unchanged. 

A further increase in output can be 
expected this year as a result of the in- 
creased labour force and probably from 
some extra output per man, concludes the 
Bulletin. But a build-up of orders leading 
to too much work in hand may reduce 
efficiency. 
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Talking of Safety

F course, mishaps with safety devices 
are not confined to goods hoists 
and their equipment. For example, 
there was the case of the man who fell 
off a joist while he was wearing a safety 
belt, when the sudden jar, as he came to 
rest, caused him to swallow his false 
teeth. More recently, a scaffolder suf- 
fered a severely lacerated scalp when he 
came into sharp contact with an over- 
head metal sign which bore the warn- 
ing “Watch your Head”. 

Such examples are by nO means rare. 
Many are trivial; some end in tragedy, 
violently, and without any warning. 

Like the time when young Dick Woods 
was working in his father’s business. It 
was then a small firm of erection con- 
tractors, operating mainly in the steel 
country of Lincolnshire. Woods senior 
had insisted upon his son learning the 
practical details of the work as soon as 
his academic training was finished, sending 
him out with the gangs on a variety of jobs. 

He worked conscientiously through a 
particularly bitter winter, and now with the 
approaching spring he was looking forward 
to the commencement of an interesting 
erection contract near the coast. A small 
party of men were engaged upon the un- 
loading of new steelwork, and during his 
spare moments Dick was helping the fore- 
man with the setting-out. He had just 
taken. some levels and was putting the 
instrument away in its case when the fore- 
man—an old hand named Cartwright 
came over to him and said: 

“We're having a Scotch derrick sent 
over from Scunthorpe tomorrow, Dick. 
For the time being we'll have it in the 
stockyard for the unloading. It’s got an 
electric drive, and now that we have a 
supply of power on the site it'll be a lot 
faster that the old hand derrick. I've 
borrowed it from some people I know—got 
it cheap, too. Thought you might like to 
try your hand with it.” 

“Do you mean you want me to drive it?” 

“No, Dick. Your dad won’t allow that. 
Not yet, anyway. I want you to work with 
the gang—do a bit of slinging, and that.

(The 
wiring-up had been undertaken by one of 
the charge-hands, who was considered to 
be something of an amateur radio 
enthusiast, and therefore adequately auali- 
fied for the job.) 

On Friday morning the first load came 
in through the main entrance, and turned 
into the stockyard. Dick, with Ted 
Burroughs, Basset and another man were 
sent to deal with it. Rain was threatening 
and they set to work quickly to get the 
lorry and trailer cleared. Presently, they 
came to one of the larger pieces, a heavy 
section with several awkward projections. 
The chains were fixed and Burroughs 
signalled to Basset to lengthen his jib 
radius. The controller lever was at the 
“down” position, and as he jibbed-out, he 
had to lift the pawl clear of the ratchet. 
At that moment, Dick leaned forward to 
adjust one of the sling hooks, and that was 
the very last thing he did, for the jib 
suddenly fell, crushing him beneath its 
weight. 

Afterwards, it was found that Basset had 
accidentally allowed the pawl to touch the 
rotating ratchet, and this had caused the

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jib clutch to become disengaged. It wasn’t 
until much later that someone discovered 
that the machine had originally been hand- 
operated, and that the interlock gear was 
not sufficiently strong to resist the force 
of the motor. 

Apart from anything else, this goes to 
show the importance of an _ exhaustive 
enquiry after a serious accident—if only for 
the sake of preventing a recurrence. 


SHROPSHIRE FIXED PRICE 
TENDER POLICY 


After reviewing Shropshire C.C.’s policy 
of generally inviting fixed-price tenders, 
the General Purposes Committee have 
stated that they see no reason to depart 
from this policy, which has been in effect 
since 1959. The Committee recommend, 
however, that alternative tenders should be 
invited (one on a fixed-price basis and one 
with a fluctuations clause operating) for 
projects to cost more than £120,000 or 
which will take more than two years to 
complete.

The new pumping station is about 180ft. 
by 40ft. and is 60ft. from foundation to 
roof. The substructure is on a reinforced 
concrete raft which is protected from the 
gypsum in the Triassic marl by a high 
alumina cement concrete, surfaced with 
bitumen. 

The superstructure frame is in precast 
reinforced concrete clad on the outside by 
brick walls and exposed aggregate panels. 
The window frames are of aluminium. The 
Southport-Banks road had to be diverted 
in order to construct the pumping station, 
and as a result a reinforced concrete sea 
wall was built to accommodate this road in 
front of the pumping station. 

Pumping Station Equipment 

The station houses six 42in. axial flow 
pumps of a total capacity of 630 cu. ft. 
per second, supplied by Gwynnes Pumps, 
Ltd. These are driven by Ruston five- 
cylinder VEB diesel engines, each develop- 
ing 288 b.h.p. when running at 480 r.p.m., 
the engines driving the pumps through 
David Brown bevel gearboxes having a 
ratio of 1.37 tol. The design head of these 
pumps is 12.5ft., and the discharge is 
through siphons fitted with Gwynnes’ 
siphon breakers. 

The six Ruston engines are arranged for 
thermostatic temperature control _and 
compressed air starting, the air receivers 
being interconnected with those for the 
Allen engines, They are charged by a small 
Ruston BCD motor-driven compressor with 
a 1YB diesel engine and compressor for 
standby duties. The pumps are housed on 
both “wings” of the Pumping Station in 
batteries of three. In the centre of the 
Pumping Station, at a lower level, are 
housed seven 24in. double-suction Allen 
centrifugal pumps driven directly by Allen 
four-cylinder diesel engines, developing 
129 b.h.p. at 339/465 r.p.m. The design 
head is about 1l6ft., and the discharge 
pipes are closed by 24in. hand-operated 
sluice valves. 5 

A thermostatically controlled oil-fired 
boiler gives the Pumping Station a 
heating. Electricity for lighting an 
driving small auxiliary pumps, etc., 1s 
supplied from the grid, but there is also a 
small standby generator driven by a Ruston 
4YCK diesel engine developing 30-kW at 
1,500 r.p.m. to ensure a supply in the event 
of a grid failure. : 

. 24in. discharge pipes from ~ 
Allen sets and discharge culverts from ‘ e 
Gwynnes discharge chambers pass under 
the road and through the sea wall on 
a pitched apron into the outlet channel, 

The scheme is now substantially com: 
plete and in operation, but some inlan 
works remain to be carried out, including 
one large underdrain. It will be OGL, 
pletely finished by the autumn of 1961, 
but almost all the benefit has already been 
gained, the area having been spared the 
flooding which would certainly otherwise 
have occurred during last autumn an 


winter.

PRESTRESSED BRIDGE INCORPORATES NEW 
STANDARD SECTION BEAMS 


7 first bridge to be built with pre- 
stressed concrete beams of the 
Standard Section designed by the Pre- 
stressed Concrete Development Group, has 
been constructed by the Central Electricity 
Generating Board to provide access over 
a main drainage channel to their new major 
substation being erected at Whitson, near 
Newport, Mon. The work was engineered 
by the Board’s transmission project group 
at Guildford under the direction of Mr. 
H. R. Schofield, the chief project engineer. 

The bridge was designed to have a clear 
span of 46ft. to allow for future widening 
of the drainage channel. The design load 


was based on the heaviest anticipated 
weight to cross the bridge, a 165-ton 
transformer. 


The original plan was to construct a 
prestressed concrete bridge in situ. How- 
ever, circumstances made it impossible to 
complete such a structure by the delivery 
date for the first transformer. 

To complete the bridge on time it was 
therefore decided to use precast, pre- 





stressed beams, and to cast the deck slab 
in situ. The 48ft. beams with standard 
section were capable of carrying the 
165-ton transformer, and no alteration to 
the design was necessary. 

_ Since sub-strata conditions were poor, 
it was necessary to drive 40ft. pile founda- 
tions for the reinforced concrete abutments. 
The bridge bearings consisted of bull 
headed rails, on each abutment, with a flat 
steel plate let into the underside of the 
beams resting on these. 

It was impossible to launch the beams 
into position from the side, since this would 
have obstructed an existing public road. A 
temporary bridge was therefore built, onto 
which the low-loader delivering the beams 
could be driven. Two cranes, one on each 
abutment, together lifted the beams from 
the low-loader and placed them in position. 
The unloading and placing of each beam 
took approximately five minutes. 

The contractors were A. Jackaman and 
Son, Ltd., and the precast beams were made 
by Anglian Building Products, Ltd.

HIGH COST OF VARIATIONS CLAIMS 


HE importance of work being pre- 
planned to the last detail by client and 
architect was emphasised by Sir Aynsley 
Bridgland, C.B.E., chairman of Humphreys, 
Ltd., when he addressed shareholders at 
the company’s recent annual general meet- 
ing, 


Referring to sharp losses experienced 
during the past year by contracting firms 
which had been ascribed generally to the 
evil of price cutting and also to the 
atrocious weather conditions, he said that 
in these conditions it was more than ever 
essential that work should be preplanned. 
If this was not done, and it rarely was, 
an abundance of variations occurred. 


“These variations,” he stated, “give rise 
to claims to recover the extra costs in- 
curred in carrying out the work involved. 
Such claims result in long and protracted 
Negotiations between architect, quantity 
surveyors and contractors, sometimes tak- 
ing up to two years or even longer before 
they are settled. It has always appeared 
to us that the cost in loss of interest on 
the money in dispute and the work of the 


staff in preparing the claims reaches a very 
high figure and unless the methods of 
reaching a mutually agreeable solution are 
speeded up, this burden will continue to 
arise out of this present system of tender- 
ing. There is no doubt that the question 
of claims and the method of their settle- 
ment are matters for which contractors as 
a body will, in the near future, have to 
enforce some kind of protection in their 
tenders. : ; ; 

“On large contracts it is becoming in- 
creasingly evident that with the growth of 
technical services incorporated in buildings 
it is of prime importance to building 
owners to know that their contractors have 
at their disposal the means to deal with all 
the aspects of the proposed building and 
the technical skill to overcome the prob- 
lems. Time in building is saved through 
these arrangements and this is a very im- 
portant factor, for not only do undue de- 
lays cost interest on the money invested, 
but they also result in additional loss of 
revenue from rents and services. In large 
contracts these delays can run into many 
thousands of pounds.” 
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FIVE THOUSAND TAKING 
“DIP. TECH.’? COURSES 


“Ty tHIS year has been notable not only 

for the large increase in enrol- 
ments for the Diploma in Technology 
but the gratifying number of registra- 
tions for Membership of the College 
of Technologists (M.C.T.) in the first 
full year since its inauguration,” says 
Sir Harold Roxbee Cox, chairman of 
the National Council for Technological 
Awards in a foreword to the Council’s 
annual report now published. 


The report, which covers the period 
April, 1960, to March, 1961, shows that 
(1) Nearly 5,000 students were taking 
courses in the Diploma in Technology com- 
pared with 3,800 a year before; (2) nearly 
1,770 students, including 63 women, had 
enrolled in first-year courses compared 
with 1,500 in the previous year, of whom 
40 were women; (3) over 470 Diplomas 
had been awarded; and (4) 34 applications 
for the M.C.T. had been received of which 
27 had been accepted and five were under 
consideration. The report says that the 
total number of students taking Diploma 
courses and the number of Diplomas 
awarded is “quite a remarkable achieve- 
ment over the five years the Council has 
been in existence.” The Council pay 
tribute to the enthusiasm with which 
colleges and industry had embraced the 
concept of the Diploma in Technology. 


Industry’s Part 


About 83 per cent. of the engineering 
students and 56 per cent. of the students 
of technologies other than engineering were 
industry based. The Council acknowledge 
the part played by industry in providing 
industrial training for these students— 
totalling about 3,800—and for some 1,200 
college based students. 

The Council are impressed by the growth 
in the number of students following sand- 
wich courses in technologies other than 
engineering. These had risen from 220 
in 1957 to nearly 1,250 in March, 1961. 
The Report points out that the character 
of courses in technologies other than engi- 
neering is of particular interest. For 
example, in mathematics the approach to 
the subject in courses leading to the 
Diploma “has a distinctive practical flavour 
in contrast to the more abstract treatment 
of the subject often found in other courses 
of a similar standard.” 


Widespread Recognition 


The recognition of the Diploma in 
various quarters is illustrated by the 
following: The Diploma is accepted as a 
qualification for entry to the scientific 
civil service pari passu with a university 
degree and the majority of professional 
institutions exempt holders of the Diploma 
from taking the institute’s own examina- 
tion for graduate membership. 

An interesting development has arisen 
from the recommendation by the Com- 
mittee of Vice-Chancellors and Principals 
for universities to treat the holders of the 
Diploma on the same footing as university 
graduates. Already a number of holders 
of the Diploma, financed by grants from 
D.S.I.R., are reading for higher degrees 
at universities, whilst in the reverse direc- 
tion a number of university graduates have 
been registered as candidates for the 
M.C.T. 


SUSSEX UNIVERSITY APPEAL 
REACHES £400,000 


Architect’s plans for two halls of resi- 
dence will be commissioned by Sussex 
University, now that the response of their 
appeal for £500,000 has reached £400,000. 

The halls will be built at the Stanmer 
Park site, near Brighton, and each will 
accommodate 100 students. It is hoped 
that they will be ready for occupation by 
1964, and as additional funds become 
available, further halls will be erected. 
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LAND ACQUISITION 


Call by Local Authorities for More Government 
Financial Help 


HE view that local authorities should 
clearly recognise that they will in 
future have to pay for land at open 
market values is expressed by the town 
planning committee of the Association 
of Municipal Corporations in a report 
just presented to Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

The committee point out that the avail- 
able evidence leaves no doubt that there 
has been a great increase in the price of 
land particularly in the London area and 
the south-east of England and _ the 
Midlands, but the increase is not by any 
means of a standard character. The 
shortage of land for building in some areas 
has resulted in quite exceptional increases. 
The rise in the cost of land has been 
caused by a market condition influenced by 
planning policy rather than by the T. and 
C.P. Act, 1959, which Act is merely the 
reason why this increase has been felt by 
local authorities somewhat abruptly. 

Referring to a debate in the Commons 
on this subject on July 18, 1960, the com- 
mittee say it is clear, firstly, that the 
present Government will not depart from 
the principle established in the Act of 1949 
providing for the price of land in the open 
market as the appropriate price both for 
private sales and compulsory acquisition. 

The Government support this by_point- 
ing out that this Act was on this point not 
controversial; in fact the Association came 
to the conclusion that it could not oppose 
in principle the idea of market value for 
compulsory purchase. A _ study of the 
debate leaves very little doubt that there is 
no possibility of altering this principle. 

The next established principle is that the 
Government are determined to preserve the 
green belts round the great cities, and are 
prepared to face the fact that certain cities 
will be short of building land and indeed 
in some cases will ultimately reach a posi- 
tion where the only building land is that 
obtained by redevelopment of older areas. 
The Government accept the fact that in 
these areas, and in any areas where there 
is high demand for building land, prices of 
such land as will be made available under 
planning control will rise considerably. 

The Government have made it clear, 
however, in the debate and in the circular 
which has been issued (37/1960) that they 
wish to ensure that where it is proper to do 
so more land is made available for develop- 
ment, and regional conference with plan- 
ning officers have been arranged to examine 
what should be done. 

Clearly, the committee argues, all 
boroughs should consider whether the facts 
and needs of their district justify action to 
reserve more land for development. 

After quoting extracts from _ the 
Minister’s speech in the Commons last 
year the committee reports: 

“In these circumstances local authorities 
should clearly recognise that they will in 
the future have to pay for land at prices 
based on the market value of a commodity 
which in many cases will be in short supply. 
However attractive it may be to argue that 
local authorities should be able to buy land 
at the sort of prices operating over the 
last few years, it would be unrealistic to 
hope that Parliament will provide for any- 
thing of the sort. Nor do we think it wise 
to disregard the fact that the Act of 1949 
whilst allowing for ‘market price’ for most 
land acquisitions provides for special pro- 
tection for local authorities purchasing land 
in redevelopment areas. Local authorities 
with substantial redevelopment problems 
will find the provisions of ss. 4 (4) and (5) 
and 9 (2) of the 1959 Act a safeguard, even 
if the terms of those provisions are some- 
what difficult to interpret and apply. 

“It will be noted that the Government 


in their recent circular have urged local 
authorities to make use of all possible 
vacant pieces of land and to carry out 
schemes of urban renewal, and to build at 
higher density where possible. 

“In the light of what is written above 
this matter appears to be substantially a 
financial problem rather than a technical 
problem. It is therefore suggested that the 
right approach is not to engage in what will 
be a fruitless attempt to alter the rules with 
regard to the valuation of land but to 
consider the extent to which it may be 
reasonable to press the Government to pay 
for a reasonable share of the cost of land 
acquisition by local authorities for their 
statutory powers and duties in so far as 
the facts show that the Government is not 
already contributing. 

“There appear to be very strong equit- 
able grounds for local authorities to press 
the Government on this matter. For its 
part the Government receive additional 
revenue from these land _ transactions, 
either from estate duties or other forms of 
taxation, none of which accrues to local 
authorities. Local authorities with their 
rateable value income basis are not in the 
same position. 

“Very often betterment in land values 
results from expenditure by the local 
authority in the course of their statutory 
duties. As other legislative means have 
apparently failed it seems unreasonable that 
the whole of the additional burden due to 
the cost of land should fall upon the local 
authority. If an Exchequer grant is 
received, it would at least mean that the 
whole burden would not fall upon the local 
community.” 

On this assumption, the committee have 
considered the various categories of land 
purchase. 


Redevelopment 


On the question of redevelopment, they 
argue that as the Government are urging 
local authorities to redevelop blighted areas 
they should give encouragement by financial 
support and that the impetus of a generous 
grant for the early years of redevelopment 
would prove invaluable. Asking for grants 
oftem implied asking for controls, but in 
the case of comprehensive redevelopment 
there were already stringent Town Plan- 
ning and loan sanction controls. The 
county boroughs were already receiving in 
the block grant an element for blight re- 
development, but this was distributed on a 
uniform national basis whereas inquiries 
showed that expenditure on comprehen- 
sive redevelopment was extremely uneven 
in its incidence. 

The report continues: “We think that 
the emphasis on redevelopment, the passing 
of the 1949 Act and the increase in the 
cost of land represents the grounds for 
asking for the whole question of redevelop- 
ment grants to be reopened, particularly 
in the case of non-county boroughs with 
extensive redevelopment problems and 
possibly on the basis of a grant for the first 
years only for each area.” 

Other points made by the committee are 
as follows:— 

Open Space Purchases 

The burden of the cost of acquiring land 
for providing parks, playing fields, play- 
grounds and other unremunerative open 
spaces will in all probability fall most 
heavily on those towns where the serious 
shortage of land creates the high cost. 
There is a case for adequate grants. 
Housing Land 

There is an established basis of Govern- 
ment aid in the form of subsidies. The 
existing subsidy for expensive sites (which 
applies to all “approved” dwellings, i.e., 
including those for “general needs’’) 
operates for sites costing £4,000 an acre or 
more and in terms of loan charges on a 
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60 year basis amounts to approximately 50 
per cent. of the cost. Historically, after 
the war up to 1956, housing subsidies were 
on a 75 per cent./25 per cent. basis and 
there seems little doubt that the present 
high cost subsidy is related to a rate of 
interest of about 4 per cent. As interest 
rates have risen the effective rates of the 
Government contributions have fallen. 

Over £4,000 per acre, therefore, the 
Government already meet part of any 
higher prices. It is a matter for the housing 
committee to consider whether the Associa- 
tion should press the site cost problem as 
a separate issue either in terms of seeking 
a lowering of the £4,000 limit or increasing 
the rate of subsidy. 

Trading Undertakings 

The committee cannot see on what basis 
they can advise making out a case for 
grants for the cost of land required for 
water supply, airports, entertainment pur- 
poses, public transport and other forms of 
municipal activities which are either un- 
questionably commercial undertakings or 
are liable to be in competition with similar 
private enterprise undertakings and enter- 
prises. 

Highway Purchases 

In so far as classified road improvements 
are concerned, the cost of land is already 
an element in the existing grant structure 
and the Government therefore already 
bear a substantial share of higher prices. 
Covered by Grant 

Land is required for a number of 
services which are either covered by the 
general grant or by a specific grant. As 
the Exchequer is already bearing a pro- 
portion of the cost, the committee do not 
consider that they can raise the cost of 
land as a separate issue. 

Social Purposes Land 

There is a _ residuary class of local 
authority land purchase which is difficult 
to define, but which includes those types 
of social amenities which are normally 
provided for the community as a whole by 
the local authority. The following examples 
illustrate this category: Cemeteries and 
crematoria; allotments and smallholdings; 
public halls, civic offices and courts; drain- 
age and sewerage and sewage disposal; 
refuse disposal, swimming baths. 

In the whole of this subject the final test 
must be to balance the needs and claims for 
financial help against the practical possi- 
bility of obtaining it and the reasonable 
grounds upon which a claim could be put 
forward. In the course of discussions the 
committee did examine a suggestion for 
asking for a Government grant for all land 
purchased by local authorities, but came to 
the conclusion that this was impracticable 
and that it was necessary to concentrate 
on those cases in which they could make 
the best possible approach. In all the 
circumstances they do not consider it 
advisable to seek grants for the above- 
mentioned types of land purchase. 

The committee add: “We are firmly of 
the view that grants for land purchase for 
comprehensive redevelopment should be 
direct from the Government to the purchas- 
ing authority and that the expedient of 
including a land purchase element in the 
block grant is unfair in operation. More- 
over, the problem of ‘blight’ and the 
incidence of the need for redevelopment 
and ‘loss’ is so variable as to make it un- 
suitable for inclusion in a general grant.” 


Starting Point 
On the extent and shape of any grants 
to be sought the committee suggest the 
following as a starting point for discussions 
with the Ministry. : 

(i) For redevelopment areas: a reinsti- 
tution of a separate grant towards loss 
for a period of years. 

(ii) For open spaces: the Government 
grant should be 50 per cent. of the 
acquisition cost. This is a “simple solu- 
tion which should cause no_ serious 
financial worry to the Government and 
would represent the fair sharing of land 
acquisition costs for purposes which bring 
in little, if any, income and which 
purposes are particularly likely to be pre- 
judiced by high land costs.”

ALUMINIUM FLOATING BOOM AT 
TUMMEL GARRY PROJECT 


Protecting Turbine Grids 


AN aluminium floating boom, designed 

to prevent buoyant trash from 
blocking the turbine grids, has been 
provided in Loch Faskally in connection 
with the Pitlochry Dam part of the 
Tummel Garry project, for the North of 
Scotland Hydro-Electric Board. 

The structure, which is 600ft. in length, 
consists essentially of 24 light alloy pon- 
toons, suitably linked together and appro- 
priately anchored at each end to the shore 
and at four other points off-shore. Pro- 
vision is also made for opening a section of 
the boom if required, so that accumulated 
debris can be disposed of by sluicing it 
away over the flood gates. 

The pontoons themselves are comprised 
basically of two rows of three rectangular 
water-tight compartments approximately 
7ft. long by lft. 10in. wide and 10in. deep, 
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formed from jin. thick plate. On the up- 
stream side of each pontoon three remov- 
able skirts are fitted, made of 10 gauge 
flanged aluminium alloy plate, these being 
designed to intercept trash. On the top 
of the pontoons is a walkway made of 
extruded Duratread, self-draining and giv- 
ing grip under icy or slimy conditions. 

The use of aluminium alloys for this 
structure is dictated by the inherent resist- 
ance of the material to attack by acid water 
and the elimination of any need for paint- 
ing. 

The consulting engineers are Sir Alexan- 
der Gibb and Partners, and the chief civil 
engineer to the Board is Mr. L. H. Dicker- 
son, M.I.C.E., A.M.I.W.E. 

Non-Corrosive Metal Products, Ltd., 
West Drayton, Middx., built the boom, and 
the pontoons were assembled by Argonaut 
Welding. Aluminium alloys used were sup- 
plied by The British Aluminium Co., Ltd.

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PLAN TO EXPAND BRACKNELL 
TO GO AHEAD 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, is 

to proceed with a modified version of his 

proposal to extend Bracknell New Town 

to provide for an ultimate population of 

more than double the present planned 
maximum of 25,000. 

A public local inquiry was held on 
February 21 and 22 into objections to an 
order which the Minister proposed to 
make under the New Towns Act, 1946, to 
extend the designated area of Bracknell by 
some 1,230 acres on the western and 
southern sides. 

Mr. M. J. Hellier, who held the inquiry, 
concluded in his report that, apart from 
one written objection, no issue of principle 
had been raised by any local authority 
representative, but that there was virtual 
unanimity against the proposed inclusion 
of a salient of land to the south-west. He 
recommended the inclusion of about 150 
acres of land forming part of Peacock and 
Manor Farms on the west side of the 
town and about 290 acres of Crown land 
to the east, and the reduction of the south- 
— salient by an equivalent amount of 
and. 


FIVE-YEAR PLANS URGED FOR 
GOVERNMENT SPENDING 


The need for regular surveys to be made 
of public expenditure, over a period of 
years, and in relation to the prospective 
resources, is emphasised among the con- 
clusions in the report of the Plowden 
group, who have been considering for the 
past two years the problem of bringing 
public expenditure under better control. 

“There is no doubt,” states the report, 
“that chopping and changing in Govern- 
ment expenditure policy is frustrating to 
efficiency and economy in the running of 
the public services.” 

Five-year Plans 

In drawing attention to the advantages 
to the Departments, and through them to 
the other public authorities, of being able 
to plan ahead in the field of capital expen- 
diture, the report expresses the hope that 
it would gradually become possible to 
develop a system of provisional and tenta- 
tive departmental allocations five years 
ahead. These allocations would be firm 
for the first year, firm for the second year 
subject to major changes in national situa- 
tions, provisional for the third year, and 
tentative for the fourth and fifth years. 


CITY AND GUILDS COURSE ON 
STRUCTURAL DETAILING 


The Joint Committee on Structural Con- 
crete state that they welcome the an- 
nouncement by the City and Guilds of 
London Institute that a course on struc- 
tural detailing has been added to their 
syllabus. 

With the ever-increasing use of struc- 
tural reinforced concrete, the need for 
some intermediate qualification of this 
kind has become more and more apparent, 
say the Joint Committee. It will enable 
those who are engaged in reinforcement 
detailing for structural concrete to attain 
a higher standard of craftsmanship by 
having a better understanding of their 
medium. 

The Committee hope that designers will 
encourage appropriate members of their 
staff to attend the courses which will no 
doubt be run by technical colleges through- 
out the country.

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RE-OPENING OF TURNHOUSE AIRPORT 
£150,000 Civil Engineering Works 


oe AIRPORT, Edinburgh, 
which was closed last April for 
work to be carried out for runway and 
apron strengthening and construction of 
a new taxiway link, has now been re- 
opened. 

During the period of the closure a new 
customs block, with a link block connect- 
ing it to the existing terminal, has been 
under construction. In harmony with the 
terminal, the customs block will be of 
stone and mahogany boarding construc- 
tion, the interior lined with spruce board- 
ing and with a painted timber ceiling. 

A dominant feature of the block will 
be its roof of vertical mahogany boarding. 
Along its entire base will be a section of 
glass panelling which serves to free the 
roof from the walls. Incorporated in the 
roof is a cat-walk to permit of the servicing 
of the lighting and heating installation. 
Work on this building will not be complete 
when the airport re-opens. 

The provision of the customs block, 
together with alterations in the terminal 
building, will almost double the accommo- 
dation for passengers in the main con- 
course. 


Labour Force 


A labour force of some 100 men has 
been engaged during the past four months 
in the work of preparing and laying 50,000 
tons of asphalt and concrete on the run- 
way, apron and new taxiway. In the 


earlier stages, when 2,500 tons of material 
was being laid per week, the men were 
working 14 hours a day on seven days 
a week. 

From the plant at Blackridge, West 
Lothian, 22 miles away, 50 10-ton loads 
of asphalt have been transported to Turn- 
house every day, and a total of 10,000 tons 
of aggregate (stone and sand) has been 
hauled from Carstairs to the concrete- 
mixing plant set up on site. 

Laid by machine and then rolled, the 
asphalt has been spread over an area of 
100,000 sq. ft. and has raised the level of 
the 6,000ft. runway by at least Sin. 

To permit the installation of a centre- 
line lighting duct, a trench, 3ft. deep by 
18in. wide, had to be cut along the entire 
length of the runway before the asphalt 
was laid. 

Fifty-seven lighting pits have been sunk 
at points between the runway extremities; 
side lights have been removed from the 
extreme edge of the runway to a position 
15ft. at the rear of the edge; and new 
threshold bar lighting has been installed 
at both ends of the runway. 

Visual glide path indicators will also be 
brought into use when the airport re-opens. 
Positioned close to the runway thresholds, 
these boxed lights provide the pilot with a 
visual aid on approaching to land and 
indicate whether he is at correct height. 
In the installation of the new runway light- 
ing, 20,000yd. of cabling has been laid.

BOOK REVIEWS 


A Guide to the B.S, Code of Practice for 
Prestressed Concrete (No. 115 : 1959) 
by F. Walley and S. C. C. Bate, Pub- 
lishers, Concrete Publications, Ltd. 95 
pages. Price 12/6d. 

This book follows the pattern of the Ex- 
planatory Handbook on C.P. 114, of which 
most engineers will be familiar. The code 
is reproduced in full, in type smaller than 
the main text, and is identified by a black 
marginal line. Explanations and comments 
follow each clause, amplifying it and fre- 
quently giving reasons for its adoption or 
its particular form. 

The commentary is the authors’ own, 
but, in view of their association with the 
drafting committee, it may be reasonably 
assumed that the text carries authority 
above that which they already bring to it 
as experienced engineers, both for some 
time with the Ministry of Works. In ad- 
dition to tables produced from the Code, 
twelve others are given illustrating the 
properties of concrete, the behaviour of 
prestressed beams and other significant 
features of the Code, and there are also a 
number of descriptive diagrams, graphs 
and charts. 

Many of the Code’s recommendations 
follow those of CP.114 and this similarity 
is brought out by the authors. A number of 
requirements, such as cover to tendons, 
appear conservative, but sufficient experi- 
ence of the behaviour of prestressed con- 
crete has not yet been obtained to justify 
bolder recommendations. Nevertheless, the 
Code is a notable advance on “The First 
Report on Prestressed Concrete” which was 
published by the Institution of Structural 
Engineers almost a decade ago, and this 
book is a most useful commentary on 
CP.115. 

Prestressed Concrete Simply Explained, by 
H. Kaylor, Publishers, Contractors 
Record, Ltd. 158 pages. Price 28s. 

A reminder of the valuable contribution 
made by the Ministry of Works to the 
development of prestressed concrete is 
given by another book on the subject from 
a former member of the Ministry staff- 
Apart from his consulting work. Mr. Kay- 
lor will be familiar to many who have 


attended the lectures he has given up and 
down the country carrying out the Minis- 
try’s policy of publicising the advantages of 
this relatively new material. His book 
follows his talks in setting out the subject 
lucidly, describing the complicated techni- 
ques in simple terms. 

After describing the basic principles of 
prestressed concrete the author deals with 
pre-tensioning and post-tensioning methods 
and detailing, with many excellent illus- 
trations, mainly photographs. The treat- 
ment is a little unbalanced. The Frey- 
sinnet system has to suffer an involved 
though excellent description in the text 
with the sole help of an unannotated cross- 
section of the jack; the Magnel-Blaton sys- 
tem, on the other hand, is better illustrated 
but not to the same extent as the Lee- 
McCall method with its excellent pro- 
gress photographs. In all of these and in 
the P.S.C. and the B.B.R.V. systems, a de- 
tailed exploded view of anchorages would 
be of help in understanding the stressing 
processes. 

Materials and their properties are 
covered in the third chapter, and this is 
followed by a full and clear exposition on 
the losses due to prestress which would 
repay close study. Many worked examples 
are given to illustrate the principles of 
design of simply supported beams, and 
these should enable the reader to get a 
firm grasp of the fundamentals. The book 
is primarily intended for architects and for 
engineers new to the technique of pre- 
stressed concrete and _ therefore’ the 
theoretical treatment has been limited to 
determinate members, primarily simply 
supported beams. Reference is made 
throughout to Code of Practice 115 (1959) 
—‘‘The Structural Use of Prestressed Con- 
crete in Buildings”. 

Some specific uses of  prestressing 
techniques are described in the final chap- 
ters, with reference to composite construct- 
ion, particularly in bridge work, and to 
liquid retaining structures. There are short 
descriptions of many recently completed 
structures, most of them in the United 
Kingdom. 
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at the airport has been replaced by a new

£2M. PILING CONTRACT 
COMPLETED 

The piling contract valued at over £2m. 
undertaken recently by West's Piling and 
Construction Co., Ltd., at Llanwern, New- 
port, for Spencer Steelworks was the com- 
pany’s largest single contract to date. 

As the area was poorly drained and 
marshy in parts, over 8m. cu. yd. of fill 
were spread over the 34 mile long site 
to obtain a suitable surface at the correct 
level. 

West’s Piling were nominated as princi- 
pal piling sub-contractors to Sir Robert 
McAlpine and Sons (South Wales), Ltd., 
who are the main civil engineering con- 
tractors. Since February, 1960, they have 
installed approximately 40,000 reinforced 
concrete tubular shell pipes of IJ4t4in, 
17}in., 20in. and 24in. diameter by their 
pile driving system. 

Below the fill there is a natural top 
soil followed by silty clay and peat with 
a layer of sand in some parts overlying 
the deep Keuper marl stratum in which 
the piles are founded. Individual pile 
depths have varied from 28ft. to 45ft. with 
an average of 38ft. per pile for the total 
driven length of 14m. ft. 


£3M. SYNCHROTRON PROPOSAL 


Rock Foundation Sought In 
N.W. England 


A site in Cheshire or South Lancashire 
is being sought for a high energy synchro- 
tron to be used in particle research by the 
physics departments of Manchester and 
Liverpool Universities, on behalf of the 
National Institute for Research in Nuclear 
Science.

COLORADO RIVER 
STORAGE PROJECT 


Work At Glen Canyon 


Dam 


ONE of the key structures of the 
Colorado River Storage Project, the 
Glen Canyon Dam is now in its fifth 
year of construction and incorporates a 
number of interesting civil engineering 
features. It will, it is claimed, be the 
third highest dam in the world; will 
create the third largest reservoir in the 
world; and will incorporate the seventh 
largest hydro-electric power plant in the 
United States. 


Under the Colorado River Compact of 
1922 the use of water from the river is 
apportioned between the Upper and Lower 
Basins and it is required that the Upper 
Basin shall pass to the Lower Basin sub- 
stantial quantities of the full flow of the 
river in each successive 10-year period. 
Thus, the availability of the Upper Basin 
states’ share depends on regulation of the 
stream flows by several storage units, since 
the volume of water in the river fluctuates 
sharply from year to year. 

Of the four initial water storage units 
authorised, Glen Canyon is the largest. 
Only 15 miles above the dividing line be- 
tween the Upper and Lower Basins, it will 
Store no irrigation water for use upstream 
or in the immediate vicinity of the dam, 
but it is the principal unit storing water 
to regulate the river and to fulfil compact 
commitments to the Lower Basin. The 
sale of hydro-electric energy at the multi- 
Purpose dams will return practically all 
the cost of the project and large part of 
the cost of the 11 participating irrigation 
Projects authorised for the initial Upper 
Basin development, which will irrigate 
about 130,000 acres in new farms and im- 
Proved irrigation on about 230,000 acres 
in old ones. In addition, water from the 
four storage reservoirs will, as planned, 
turn generators of about 1,200,000-kW 
Capacity and industry will use the power. 
Mineral deposits, including uranium, will 
be mined, and flood control and navigation 
on the Colorado River will be improved. 

Apart from one small stream, all the 
tributaries of the Colorado enter the river 
above the site of the Glen Canyon. This 
Project is located, so to speak, in the stem 
of a gigantic funnel which collects water 
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Bridge spanning the canyon 


from the entire Upper Basin. The concrete 
arch dam will rise about 700ft. above bed- 
rock between vertical walls of massive red 
sandstone. Its 1,500ft. curved crest will 
span the 1,200ft. straight line distance be- 
tween the canyon walls. The dam will be 
300ft. thick at the base and 35ft. wide at 
the crest. The Powell Reservoir im- 
pounded by the dam will extend 186 miles 
up the Colorado River and 71 miles up the 
San Juan River, will cover an area of 
162,700 acres and 
will have a capacity 
of 28,040,000 acre-ft. 
Its downstream 
power plant will 
house eight turbo- 
generators each of 
112,500-kW capacity. 
Construction to 
date includes the 
building of a town at 
Page to house con- 
tractor and govern- 
ment personnel, and 
access roads to the 
site; a steel arch 
vehicle bridge across 
the canyon; two 
cableways of 50 tons 
and one of 25 tons 
capacity; two lined 
diversion and _spill- 
way tunnels; the 
building of coffer- 
dams and the excava- 
tion of the keyways 
and base of the dam; 
and the beginning of 
concrete placing in 
the dam on June 17, 
1960. Concrete pour- 
ing will continue dur- 
ing 1961 and 1962 
and, according to 
present plans, the 
first power will be 
produced in 1964. 


Diversion Tunnels 


Excavation of the 
right (west), 2,740ft. 
long, diversion tunnel 
was the first major 


construction job to be undertaken under 
a $2,452,340 contract awarded to Mountain 
States Construction Co. This tunnel, begun 
in October, 1956, is 43ft. 6in. in diameter 
upstream and 46ft. 6in. in diameter in its 
down stream portion. To gain access to 
the portal area in the bottom of the can- 
yon, the contractors erected an aerial 
cableway across the gorge, by means of 
which men and equipment could be 
lowered to the work area. In addition,

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other vertical lift cables and cages were 
installed on both sides of the canyon to 
lower men and equipment for surveying 
and drilling and blasting. The main con- 
tract for the construction of the dam and 
power plant, the construction of the left 
tunnel and completion of both tunnels 
was let in April, 1957, to the Merritt- 
Chapman and Scott Corpn., New York, 
under a bid of $107,955,522. This is 
thought to be the largest single contract 
ever awarded for the construction of a 
dam and it is the largest contract ever 
awarded by the U.S. Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, for whom the work is being done. 

Work on the left (east) diversion tunnel 
was begun as soon as men and equipment 
could be assembled and this was followed 
by rock excavation for the dam abutments 
above the water level and concrete lining 
of the right diversion tunnel. Before the 
completion of the left tunnel lining, how- 
ever, advantage was taken of the reduced 
seasonal flow in the river in November, 
1958, to divert it through the right diver- 
sion channel and to begin construction 
of the cofferdams. The left diversion 
tunnel was lined in time for it to partici- 
pate in taking the river water during the 
full-flow season in the spring of 1959. 
Common and rock excavations of about 
1,322,000 cu. yd. and 3,514,000 cu. yd., 
respectively, were required in the river 
bed before the placing of concrete in the 
dam could be begun in June, 1960. 

Foundation grouting at the dam site 
has consisted of low-pressure shallow 
grouting at the upstream face of the dam, 
followed by the high-pressure injection of 
a deep curtain in the same area. The low- 
pressure work was carried out through 
holes drilled at 20ft. centres to a depth of 
25ft. prior to the placing of the concrete. 
The deep curtain high-pressure grouting 
is being done, after the concrete has 
reached a sufficient height, through holes 
drilled from the foundation gallery at 10ft. 
centres and to depths varying up to 250ft. 

Foundation drainage is being effected by 
means of holes drilled into the foundation 
rock from the floor of the main foundation 
gallery and from the roof and floor of the 
foundation tunnels, which extend into each 
abutment. Provision has also been made 
for further drainage holes to be drilled, if 
necessary, from a _ second foundation 
gallery running parallel to and down- 
stream of the main foundation gallery. 
Drainage water will be collected in a sump 
off the lowest point in the gallery system 
and pumped out of the dam. 

For construction purposes the dam has 
been divided into columns or blocks by 
radial and circumferential contraction 
joints, the blocks ranging in size from 
55ft. by 170ft. in the downstream portion 
at the base to 70ft. by 130ft. in the up- 
stream portion. Monolithic action and the 
desired stress distribution are being 
achieved by grouting the contraction joints 
through a system of pipes embedded in the 
concrete adjacent to the joints. Inter- 
locking of the contraction joints is being 
effected by keys formed to provide a maxi- 
mum cross-sectional area for resistance to 
shear after grouting. 


Concrete Placing 


Concrete placing is scheduled at the rate 
of approximately 9,000 cu. yd. per day, 
the contractor having the option of placing 
the concrete in either 5ft. or 7ft. 6in. lifts. 
The rate of concrete placing in any block 
is restricted so that not more than one 
horizontal lift can be placed in 72 hours. 
A maximum vertical difference of 25ft. 
in the top surface of adjacent blocks is 
permitted. 

To achieve the goal of about 9,000 cu. 
yd. of concrete a day, the contractor is 
using a mix plant with six 4 cu. yd. tilting 
mixers. At this plant aggregate is stored 
in a 3,000-ton bin divided into eight com- 
partments each of 375 tons capacity to 
accommodate all the classes of material 
required. The compartments are charged by 
a single conveyor belt which delivers from 
a permanent stockpile area, this, in turn, 
being fed from the Government-owned 
Wahweap Creek deposits. Because the 
aggregates are reactive with the alkalis in 
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the cement, low alkali cement is needed 
and pozzolan from a pumicite deposit in 
Arizona is being used in the concrete. 
Cement and pozzolan are stored in silos 
of 700 bbl. (2,800 cu. ft.) capacity. 

Following investigations into concrete 
mixes using the materials available, the 
number of sacks of cement per cu. yd. of 
concrete was limited to 24 to 34 for the 
interior of the dam, while, for the face 
concrete, the mix would be limited to 
34 to 44 sacks. In each case, the per- 
centage of pozzolan (by weight of cement) 
would be limited to 20-35 per cent. 

In the concrete used for tunnel lining 
at Glen Canyon, about 0.25lb. of lignin 
type, water-reducing, retarding agent was 
used by the contractor which resulted in 
a 9.1 per cent. reduction of cement and 
water used and a net saving of $116,000. 
Although, at 28 days’ age, the compressive 
strength of the concrete, at an average of 
4,340lb. p.s.i. was 410]b. p.s.i. less, it was 
still 90lb. p.s.i. above the established 
average design strength of 3,450lb. p.s.i. 
Lesser savings in cement would have 
yielded progressively higher strengths. 
With these advantages in mind and the 
possibility of reducing the occurrence of 
“cold” joints, the use of a water-reducing, 
retarding agent for the mass concrete of 
the dam was being considered. 

From the mixers the concrete is dis- 
charged into three wet batch hoppers 
totalling 65 cu. yd capacity, which, in turn, 
discharge to 12 cu. yd. capacity rail trans- 
fer cars delivering to the 12 cu. yd. buckets 
of the two 50-ton capacity cableways. The 
latter are placed one above the other. 
Both are able to serve all areas of the 
site, having travelling head and tail towers 
on opposite sides of the canyon. Some 
2,050ft. long, the upper, main cableway is 
4in. in diameter and is thought to be the 
largest and fastest of any such installation 
in current use. It weighs 38lb. per ft., 
has a strength of 880 tons, operates at a 
tension of 320 tons and has a hoist speed 
of up to 700ft. per min. A smaller 25-ton 
capacity cableway is also being used, 
principally to place concrete from 8 cu. yd. 
buckets in the power plant structure. 

Pre-cooling of the concrete, to achieve 
placing temperatures of 50 deg. F. or less, 
is carried out at Glen Canyon by sprinkling 
and submerging the coarse aggregate with 
chilled water on their way to the batching 
bins, where it is further cooled by re- 
frigerated air blasts, by cooling the mixing 
water and by the addition of chip ice to 
the mix. Post-cooling in the dam is 
effected by the circulation of cool water 
through a system of pipes embedded in 
the concrete blocks. Some 950 miles of 
piping, in all, will artificially cool the con- 
crete to between 40 and 50 deg. F. In 
general, concrete curing will be by the 
use of water, though in certain cases mem- 
brane curing compound will be used. 

It is expected that, in all, about 
3,000,000 bbl. of cement, 220,000 short 
tons of pozzolan and 29,000,000lb. of 
reinforcement will be needed for the 
5,192,000 cu. yd. of concrete being placed 
in th: dam, power plant, tunnel lining, etc. 


Spillway Tunnels 


In addition to the water flow through 
the power house turbines, which will be 
conveyed to each generating unit through 
a 15ft. steel penstock embedded in the 
dam, two spillway tunnels, one on each 
side of the dam are provided, utilising part 
of the diversion tunnels, to pass flood 
waters. The entrances to these tunnels 
are about 600ft. upstream from the dam 
and th» crests of the entrance channels are 
controlled by two 40ft. by 52ft. 6in. radial 
gates for each tunnel. Designed by the 
Bureau of Reclamation, these segmental 
sluice gates were fabricated by Vereinigte 
Osterreichische Eisen und Stahlwerke A.G. 
at Linz, Austria. Both tunnels are con- 
crete lined and have transitions from the 
crests to 4lft. diameter sections. Ski-jump 
buckets at the downstream ends of the 
spillways will raise the water so that it 
will be deflected into the centre of the 
river channel. Although the entrance 
chapnels of the spillway tunnels will be 
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unlined, the high discharge velocities of 
the water, which will reach 162ft. per sec., 
require that the elbow areas have a special 
finish to minimise cavitation. 

Closure of the diversion channels will 
be effected by plugs at times appropriate 
to the flow of the river and the level of 
the water in the reservoir vis-a-vis the 
use of the permanent river outlets to 
supply the minimum downstream release 
of water. 

Located on the left abutment, the iatter 
will be used when the power plant is not 
operating. Their capacity is 15,000 sec. ft. 
at minimum water surface elevation and 
they consist of four 96in. steel pipes con- 
trolled by hollow-jet valves. There are 
four ring-follower gates for emergency 
closure. The intakes are at an elevation 
10ft. above the estimated 100-year silt level 
and are protected by concrete trashracks 
on the upstream face of the dam. 

The power house will be about 470ft. 
downstream from the axis of the dam and 
will be a 665ft. long by 113ft. wide by 
150ft. high building consisting of struc- 
tural steel frame with reinforced concrete 
enclosure walls. 


River Bridge 


A feature of the Glen Canyon project 
is the Colorado River Bridge which has 
been built across the gorge by Kiewit- 
Judson Pacific Murphy, of Emeryville, 
California, at a cost of $4,139,277. Instead 
of building a temporary access structure 
across the canyon, the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion have contributed with the State of 
Arizona and the Bureau of Public Roads 
to the cost of a permanent bridge, which 
is located at a height of about 700ft. above 
river level, 865ft. downstream of the dam, 
With an overall length of 1,271ft. includ- 
ing abutments, the bridge has a single span 
steel arch, having a rise of arch of 165ft. 
and a length of 1,028ft. Claimed to be 
the highest and second longest of its type 
in the United States, it incorporates a 
reinforced concrete deck for a 30ft. road- 
way and two 4ft. wide sidewalks. Support 
for the entire structure is provided by 
skew-backs constructed into the vertical 
wall of the canyon where geological joints 
were at a minimum, additional anchorage 
being given by pressure grouted steel 
dowels which penetrate 30ft. into the rock. 

The total cost of construction of the 
Glen Canyon project, without power trans- 
mission facilities, has geen estimated at 
$300,000,000. Of the estimated 80,000,000 
man-hours required for the completion of 
the project, about 27,000,000 will have 
been needed at the dam site and the 
remainder for the production and trans- 
portation of materials and administration. 


£16M. FOR COLONIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 
Large Grants For Education 


Grants made under the Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Act during June 
amounted to £3,370,646 and bring the total 
approved for schemes to benefit Britain’s 
oversea territories during the first half of 
1961 to £16,153,812. 

Nearly a quarter of the 87 grants, includ- 
ing nine for research, approved during June 
were for educational facilities. Of these 
grants which amounted to £1,250,048, 
Makerere College, Uganda, benefited by 
£551,354, including a grant of £250,000 to 
replace Mitchell Hall (which houses 153 
students in the original school buildings 
erected in 1923) by a new hall. 


16 Primary Schools 


Largest of the grants for education was 
£290,075 to British Guiana towards the 
cost of providing 16 new primary schools 
and improving existing schools. 

Other major grants made during June 
included: £500,000 for Malta’s Aids to 
Industries scheme; £215,854 for road 
improvement works in Fiji; £118,562 
towards the cost of the Jesselton/Papert 
road in North Borneo, and £108,000 for 
land acquisition and _ resettlement 
Nyasaland.
